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COMMISSIONER EVANS'S 
RETORT TO GEN. SICKLES 


Produces Letters from the Lat- 
ter Commending His Course. 


Says He Is Proud of Results of. His 
Efforts to Secure Proper Adminis- 


tration of the Pension Bureau,

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Pension Com- 
missioner Evans read to-day with interest 
and surprise the “rectification” by Gen. 
Daniel E. Sickles of his statement to a re- 
perter of THE NEw YorK TIMES in Sunday’s 
Werer. His surprise was caused by the po 
session of assurances in writing held by 
him that Gen. Sickles has until now, so far 
as the Commissioner has known, been his 
warm friend and approver. When Commis- 
sioner Evans was called upon this after- 
noon and questioned concerning the agree- 
ment Gen. Sickles said he secured from 
Senator Scott for the removal of Mr. Evans 
after the election was over, the Commis- 
sioner’s comment was: 

“TI know nothing of Gen. Sickles’s con- 
tract with the National Committee. I 
never heard of it until he denied it Sunday, 
reconsidered it Monday, and admitted it 


Tuesday. 

“Tl know nothing of Gen. Sickles’s object 
in attacking me or the administration of 
the Pension Bureau at the present time. I 
am occupying a position of trust, and I 
have constantly refrained from replying to 
any such attacks, but it seems, in justice 
‘to those associated with me in the dis- 
charge of the burdens and responsibilities 
incident to the administration of this great 
trust, that I should not now remain silent. 
I had served in my present position over 
two years when Gen. Sickles wrote me this 
very. nice Jetter—voluntary, unsolicited, 
opening up the correspondence himself:

May 27, 1899. 

My Dear Governor Evans: I am surprised and 
ygined to see the attitude toward you taken up 

yy some of the Grand Army organizations. Your 
administration of your office.seems to me worthy 
of the highest commendation, and, above all, 
from the veteran soldiers. If you think any 
expression from me to the President would be 
useful to you, I will cheerfully communicate 
with him. Sincerely yours,

“On May 29, 1899, I wrote to the Gen- 
eral thanking him for his kindly expres- 
sions, and in return he wwrote me the fol- 
lowing encouraging letter:

My Dear Gov. Evans: I have caréfully read 
the inclosure in your re¢ent letter, and I 
@m not surprised to see its ample, clear, and 
convincing stasements, showing the, admirable 
edministration of your office. I have written 
an earnest letter to the President, in which I 
have expressed the utmost confidence in you 
and -the samé measure of contempt for your crit- 
ics.

“J have other letters from the General 
eae. as strong in commendation of my 
administration of the bureau. 

“ Afterward the members of the commit- 
tee of the National Grand Army of the 
Republic on pensions visited Washington, in 
their official capacity. The commander in 
chief accompanied the committee. They 
were invited to investigate the worktngs 
of the bureau; they were not limited or re- 
stricted in any direction. The most cor- 
dial feeling existed between the commit- 
tee and the Commissioner and other of- 
ficials of the bureau. The report of their 

vestigation, as submitted to the National 

ncampment, was all that I could ask for. 
ere are the same Commissioner, the 
deputies, the same offficials, the 
1,700 employes, (with few exceptions,) 
the same practice in the bureau now 
when Gen. Sickles extended his expres- 
sions of such eeneeees approval of my 
administration. is approval was so strong 
that I placed his letters among those of 
many other digtinguished gentlemen who 
had seen fit to‘express their approval. 


THE SYSTEM AT FAULT. 


“Surely, there is no lack of generosity 
on the part of the Administration when it 
distributes $140,000,000 per annum. Every 
patriotic American, every good citizen 
ought to want an honest administration of 
the Pension Bureau as well as all other 


branches of the Government. The General, 
in his interview, refers to my talking about 
individual cases. I did. He was here in 
the interest of further pension legislation. 
I pcinted abuses out to him, and, what is 
more, he commended my course and gave 
me his mogt enthusiastic approval, in most 
forcible terms. He says talked to him 
of a hundred cases. I could as well have 
used thousands as illustrations. I have 
criticised the system and the practices, and 
I have used object lessons to show to those 
interested the bad and unsatisfactory re- 
sults, but it has always been my aim and 
object to protect the honor, the good name, 
and integrity and lofty. patriotism of the 
Union soldier, to show that the fault is not 
with him, but with the system, which has 
been builded up from time to time, and 
which my honorable predecessors have cri- 
ticised. 

‘Commissioner of Pensions Baker, in one 
of his annual reports, stated as follows: 

We are compelled to rely upon evidence taken 
ex parte, in which the Government has not ex- 
ercised the right of cross-examination, and 
upon which a decision could not be shad in any 
court of justice. Fraudulent practices exist to 
a less extent. in the invalid branch than in any 
other. The evidence to sustain a widow’s or de- 
pendent case is purely ex parte. As a result 
of this, a very considerable percentage of those 
cases are wrongfully established, 

“T use this to show that my discoveries 
are not new. I endeavored to interest Gen. 
Sickles, whom I knew to be engaged in ob- 
taining remedial legislation that would pre- 
vent fraud upon the Government and pro- 
tect the honor and integrity of the pension 
rolls. Hence I pointed out abuses. 

“ Again, in his report for 1873, Commis- 

.. BSioner Baker used the following language: 

The principal weakness of the system consists, 
@s was then stated, in accepting as a basis of 
adjudication ex parte affidavits, which the 
Government has no power to sift by cross-exam- 
ination. while at the same time it has no means 
of research for adverse testimony. In my opin- 
fon there can be under these conditions no se- 
curity to the Government against dishonest 
claims, and probably the proportion of such 
elaims which will pe successfully prosecuted will 
imerease rather than diminish, the dishonest at- 
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torneys becoming more skilled and the tempta- 
tion to fraud becoming greater as the average 
velue of pensions is enhanced by the accumula- 
tion of arrears of pension and growing liberality 
of legislation. 

“*“T am charged with brémging. criticism 
upon the integrity of the system. My 
predecessors predicted as truly as_ ever 
did any prophet of olden times. Abuses 
have increased and multiplied, and I will 
here predict that, unless Gen. Daniel E. 
Sickles and those who engage in securing 
legislation make an effort to remedy evils 
and correct abuses, the time will come 
when the changes will be so swift that the 
gentlemen who have lived and fattened off 
the soldiers of ‘the country will be com- 
pelled to seek other cougpations: 

‘*In his annual report for 1876 Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Bentley made use of 
the following language: : 

It provides for the settlement of claims upon 
ex parte testimony exclusively, given by wit- 
nesses who are entirely unknown .to the office, 
and whose affidavits are almost universally 
prepared by claim agents who can receive no 
compensation for their services unless the claim 
is allowed. Moreover, the examining surgeon, 
who certifies to the existente, character, and 
degree of disability, is, almost universally, the 
neighborhood practitioner, whose professional 
interest it is to please the claimant at the ex- 
pense of the Government. So, not only is the 
door thrown wide open for the perpetration of 
fraud and deception, but every interest con- 
nected with the preparation of the case for ad- 
judication—the claimant, his attorney, and the 
examining surgeon—is adverse to the Govern- 
ment. A mere statement of the substance and 
character of the present system would, it would 
seem, be enough to condemn it for the class of 
cases we now have without any statement of 
its practical workings as known to the office. 

“It is well to remember that Commis- 
sioner Bentley was appointed in March, 
1876, by President Grant, the great soldier- 
President, and served throughout the entire 
Presidential term of President Hayes, hav- 
ing been succeeded by Commissioner Dud- 
ley in 1881. 


INCREASE OF THE EVILS. 


“The evils have increased and multi- 
plied. They have never been corrected. Like 
conditions have existed since 1872, when 
Commissioner Baker called the attention of 
the department to the conditions that exist- 


ed and which were beyond his control, and 
it must be remembered that Commissioner 
Baker was also the appointee of that great 
soldier-statesman, Gen. Grant. 

“The claim agents referred to by my 
predecessors have grown and multiplied, 
and instead of there being a few hundred, 
as was the case then, there are many thou- 
sands now.” 

“The statement that the Commissioner 
has a brigade of Inspectors who travel all 
over the country with the main object of 
defeating pension applications on one tech- 
nicality or another is so lacking in. truth 
that it is hardly worth replying to. Just 
the reverse of this is the case. The corps 
of special examiners engaged in this work 
are authorized by law, and they are gen- 
tlemen. Many of them are ex-Union sol- 
diers. They work under a printed book of 
instructions, and in every case sent to them 
they are expected to get the facts, whether 
such facts allow or reject the claim. About 
225,000 claims have been adjudicated in the 
ast twelve months; not over 25,000 of these 
ave passed through the hands of the spe- 
cial examiners referred to. 

“The principal object in having this 
corps of «special examiners is_to procure 
facts upon which to base settlements of 
claims, and their work, instead of retard- 
ing the adjudication of claims, hastens 
their settlement. 

“T have no apologies to make for my 
administration. of this great bureau. I 
have made mistakes, no doubt, but I have 
endeavored to be honest with ray Govern- 
ment, respecting my oath of office, ad- 
ministering the laws as laid down in the 
ractice with equal justice to all. In this I 
ave had the cordial support of the many 
good employes in this bureau, from the 
highest to the lowest. 

“I beg to call your attention to the fact 
that the disbursements through this bureau 
and the numerous agencies, since I came 
here, have amounted to $600,000,000 or more 
There have beenno defalcations; there has 
been no misapplication Or misappropriation 
of public funds; there have been no bounty 
land scandals or charges of squandering 
public lands; there has been no selling of 
appointments or promotions... Can more be 
a Effort has been made to do justice 
to all. 

““T have given four years of the best ef- 
forts of my life toward having this Govern- 
ment get control of its pensioning system, 
and I am proud of the results.”’ 


PHILIPPINE CIVIL SERVICE. 


Judge Taft Says It Works Well and the 


Rules Have Never Been Suspended. 
Special to The New York Times. 


RICHMOND, Ind., June 25.—William D. 
Foulke of this city has received a letter 
from Judge Taft relative to the operation 
of civil service in the Philippines, in which 
the writer says: ; 

‘**T believe that the civil service law, 
which was the fifth law we passed, is as 
stringent as any law which has been passed 
in the United States. It has never been 
suspended for a moment. It was, of course, 
impossible to make the civil service law ap- 
plicable the next morning after its passage, 
for the reason that it takes a considerable 
time to adupt the necessary rules .and to 
prepare for the necessary examinations. 

‘““We provided that, with the exception 
of soldiers, every person who might be 
temporarily appointed to a civil position in 
the islands between the time of the pas- 


sage of the law, and the granting of the 
certificate by the Civil Service Board 
should be required to pass competitive 
examinations successfully before being ap- 
pointed permanently. 

“The establishment 
ernments presented another question of 
civil service, and we met it by providing 
that after March, 1902, all provincial offi- 
cers except the Governor should be selected 
under the civil service law, by promotion 
and by competitive examinations. The 
commission is a unit in thinking that the 
civil service law is all important here. 

“We did not extend the act to school 
teachers, for the reason that schoo! teach- 
ing is a profession, and as the selection 
of them through the Superintendent is 
made by consulting the heads of colleges 
und universities, it was possible for him 
to secure good eyidence of the fitness of 
the person applying. But as soon as our 
first batch of teachers has been secured, 
under the great pressure for teachers in 
these islands, we shall extend the civil 
scrvice law to the teachers as well. 

‘*T desire to add that, in our civil serv- 
ice law, and in carrying it out to the letter, 
we have had the assistance, sincere and 
active, of both the President and the Sec- 
retary of War. We have not been obliged 
to make a single appointment at the re- 
quest of the Secretary or the President. 
They have assisted us when we called on 
them for advice, but tlt is all, and they 
have had us understand that they were in 
sympathy with our purpose in making the 
law effective. 

“We have secured quite a number of 
employes of the Civil Service Commission 
to assist us in perfecting the machinery, 
and Mr. Proctor of that commission has 
been exceedingly kind and displayed a 
great deal of interest in ene us along. 
The law has never been suspended since fi 
was passed and no attempt has been made 
to evade its provisions.,”’

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TROUBLE OVER THE 
LIBRARY CONTRACT 


The Lowest Bidder Asserts that 
He Was Unjustly Treated. 


An ‘Injunction Granted by Justice 
Blanchard—Tammany Politicians 
Said to be Interested. 


The action of the Board of Estimate in 
deciding to award the contract for the 
erection of the New York Public Library.in 
Bryant Park to Norcross Brothers is to be 
aired in the courts. L, Laflin Kellogg, rep- 
resenting the lowest bidder, Eugene Lentfl- 
hon, claims that Mayor Van Wyck and 
other city officials will have to take the 
witness stand and explain why the con- 
tract was awarded to Norcross Brothers, 
when their bid was $77,000 higher than that 
of the lowest bidder. 

An injunction was granted yesterday by 
Justice Blanchard in the Supreme Court, 
and was accompanied by an orer to show 
cause which is returnable on July 1, at 10:30 
o'clock. 

The suit started is a taxpayers’ action 
begun by William Bradley against the Board 
of Estimate, and the Commissioners of 
Parks to restrain the awarding and enter- 
ing into of the contract with Norcross 
Prothers for performing the work and fur- 
nishing the materials required by Contract 
No. 3 for the New York Public Library, 
Astor, Lenox, and Tilden foundations, and 
from doing any act or thing toward exe- 
cuting the contract. 

The injunction was granted on the affi- 
davits of Eugene Lentilhon, Philip B. 
Barker, and Harlow H. Curtis. 

The affidavits in the case show that the 
bid of Lentilhon offering South Dover 
marble is $600,000 below that of P. J. Car- 
lin; $700,000 lower than that of Thompson- 
Starret Company & Crimmins, and $96,000 
lower than that of Mare Eidlitz & Sons, 
and $77,000 less than the bid of Norcross 
Brothers for Dorset marble. Norcross Broth- 
ers offered no bid for South Dover mar- 
ble, and refused over their own signature 
to sell any Dorset marble to Contractor 
Lentilhon, 

In the affidavits submitted by Lawyer 
Kellogg it is alleged that the Board of Esti- 
mate was induced to select the bid of Nor- 
cross Brothers by a misrepresentation of 
the architect, who, it was claimed, stated 
to the board that the Drexel Building was 
built from the quarry from which the Nor- 
cross Brothers were to take their stone and 
also that the quarries of Norcross Broth- 
ers had the facilities for furnishing the 
stone over that of P. J. Carlin, who bid for 
the same class of stone. 

It is claimed by Lawyer Kellogg that no 
marble has been taken out of the Norcross 
quarry for building purposes for over twen- 
ty-five years, and that it is not a working 
quarry. The contention will also be set 
up.in the suit that the Drexel Building in 
this city was not built of marble taken 
from the quarry, and that there are no 
buildings in the omy built 9¢ the marble 
rom the Norcross Brothers’ quarry. The 
ellogg that 
the quarry of Norcross Brothers cannot 
furnish the stone required for the library 
building. 

Lawyer Kellogg declated yesterday that 
he would show in his suit that the archi- 
tect, Mr. Brainerd, did not recommend to 
the Board of Estimate that the bid of 
Norcross Brothers be accepted. 

In the affidavits submitted yesterday 
Lawyer Kellogg makes the claim that the 
Library act contains no provision author- 
izing either the Board of Estimate or the 
Park Commissioners to make any award 
or to execute any contract, and that no 
contract can be made illegally by any of 
the authorities who seek to give the con- 
tract to Norcross Brothers. 

The affidavits also claim to-show that in 
its present form the contract violates the 
provisions of the Library act in that it pro- 
vides that the work should be done and the 
rnoney wie out upon the certificate.and 
approval of the Commissioner of Parks for 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and Richmond, 
whereas the Library act in all its provis- 
ions requires and provides that the moneys 
shall be paid out solely and upon the certi- 
ficate of the Park Commissioners and that 
they shall solely have power to supervise 
and construct the building. 

The affidavits further claim to show that 
the preliminary steps necessary to be taken 
poten the Board of Estimate could possi- 
bly det were not taken by the proper au- 
thorities. That in no instance did the Park 
Commissioners, who are alone authorized 
to act, did so act, but that @l the: prelimi- 
naries were taken by the Commissioner of 
Parks for the Boroughs of Manhattan and 
Richmond instead. of the Park Commis- 
sioners of the Greater New York. 

The affidavits further claim that the ad- 
vertisements for proposals were not prop- 
erly made; that there was no designation 
of papers by the Park Commissioners; 
that they were not published at proper 
times.and at proper places, and in any way 
to form a basis for a legal contract. 

The provisions of the clause in regard to 
the labor law, is also claimed to make the 
contract void, inasmuch as the law is un- 
constitutional, and great waste would 
naturally result to the city. The papers 
also claim to show that Norcross Brothers 
are not the sole parties interested in the 
bid. 

It is intimated that several Tammany 
politicians of influence. have an interest in 
the matter, and Lawyer Kellogg said yes- 
terday that he would use every endeavor to 
place the city officials and some Tammany 
politicians too on the witness stand to testi- 
fy as to why they favor the highest bidder 
for the work. The amount involved in the 
contract is $2,758,000. 


POLO AT BAR HARBOR. 


Grounds Will Be Secured and‘a Team 
Selected at Once—A Yacht Club

There was organized formally to- 
day the Bar Harbor Yacht Club, which has 
come into existence as a result of the in-

JUSTICE DUGRO TO SAIL. 


He Is Not a Candidate for Mayor—May 
Not See Croker. 


Justice P. Henry Dugro, wife, and family 
will sail for Europe to-day on the St. Louis. 
Justice Dugro does not go abroad to see 
Richard Croker at Wantage, and has no 
intention at the present time of seeking out 
the Tammany leader. 

A rumor was started yesterday by some 
Tammany politicians that Justice Dugro 


would be the candidate for Mayor this 
Fall. A personal friend of Justice Dugro 
said last evening that such a story was a 
canard, as Justice Dugro has over thirteen 
years to serve on the Supreme Court Bench 
and has no desire to forsake the..bench 
for the troublesome~existence which the 
Mayor of-New York is forced to lead. 

Justice Dugro makes it a custom every 
second year to make a trip to Europe for 
rest and recreation. This year it is de- 
clared that there is no political significance 
in his mission and that no letter or word 
has been received from Richard Croker in 
Lahm tg: which would lead Justice Dugro 
to go there. 


MARSHALL FIELD’S PURCHASE. 


He Secures a Plot at Fifth Avenue and 
31st Street—Said to be a Pri- 
vate Speculation. 


George R. Read has sold for Gen. Lloyd 
S. Bryce to Marshall Field the plot 30 by 
100, 291 and 293 Fifth Avenue, between 
Thirtieth and Thirty-first Streets. Also for 
Mrs. Hennessy, to the same purchaser, the 
three lots 6, 8, and 10 East Thirty-first 
Street, 75 by 115 feet. The price exceeds 
$500,000 cash. The property at the south- 
east cofner of Fifth Avenue and Thirty- 
first Street, which these purchases adjoin, 
now belongs to Mr. Field, having been pur- 
chased for him by Mr. Read at different 
times during the past five years. Mr. Field 
now owns at this point a plot 125 feet on 
Fifth Avenue by 200 feet on Thirty-first 
Street. 

Asked if a building for the Mar- 
shall Field Company would be erected on 
the site, Mr. Read said that Mr. Field has 
at present no definite plans in regard to 
the property. ‘‘The purchase has abso- 
lutely no connection with the company, 
however,’ said Mr. Read. ‘* Mr. Field has 
bought. the property with his own private 
funds. The purchase to-day represents 
what is really the first important invest- 
ment purchase of the year.”’ r? 


WEALTHY BUILDER KILLED. 


Frederick Marryatt Thought to Have 
Shot Himself Accidentally. 
Frederick Marryatt, eighty-four years old, 
a wealthy retired builder, died last night at 
his residence, 77 Woodbine Street, Brook- 
lyn, from the effects of a bullet wound in 
the head. It is asserted by members of the 
family that Mr. Marryatt shot himself ac- 
cidentally early yesterday morning while 
examining a pistol in the dining room of his 

home. 

According to the story of his son Eugene 
Mr. Marryatt, who lived in a _ brown- 
stone residence with his wife, son, and un- 
married daughter, was in the habit of aris- 
ing at about 5 o’clock each morning and 
going for a long walk, returning in time 
to breakfast with the other members of 
the family about 8 o’clock. He did so 
yesterday, returning a few minutes before 
8 o'clock. 

While the other members of the family 
were dressing for breakfast the son said he 
heard a pistol shot, and, rushing down 
stairs, found his father lyingsjn the dining 
room with a revolver beside h The son 
says his father was conscious and said the 
shooting was accidental. Then he relapsed 
into unconsciousness. Dr. H. F. Adams, 
the family physician, was called, but the 
wounded eres not regain consciousness. 

The family ‘scout the idea that Mr. Mar- 
ryatt shot himself intentionally. Young 
Mr. Marryatt said that the revolver was 
kept in the dining room in a drawer and 
that his father frequently took it out and 
examined it.

Gov. George K. Nash. 


Senator Hanna in an Address Says the 
Party Stands by Its Record on 
the Tariff Question. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 25.—The Repub- 
lican State Convention to-day nominated 
the following ticket: 

Governor—GEORGE K. NASH. 

Lieutenant Governor—CARL N. NIPPERT.

The eagle was selected as the emblem of 
the party. 

Permanent organization was effected soon 
after the delegates reconvened by the se- 
lection of Senator Hanna as Chairman. 
Senator Foraker introduced him as the man 
‘‘who knows his business, and how to at- 


tend to it.’’ 

In assuming. the gavel, Senator Hanna 
made an address, during the course of 
whigh he declared that the Republican 
Party stands by its record on the tariff 
question and will not permit any changes 
whereby labor is in any way affected. He 
said, in part: 

‘Senator Foraker has sounded the key- 
note of the campaign in a masterful, com- 
prehensive speech, and as he rides out into 
the field of battle with vizor closed and 
lance at rest he need not logk behind to 
see who follows. We will be there to a 
man. Democratic Party, please take notice. 
I say, gentlemen of the convention, that in 
that speech, comprehensive and exhaustive 
as it was, every topic of interest, every 
policy enunciated, strikes the keynote and 


brings to our attention matters which con- 
cern our best interesj{s. 

"ine Senator has told you that the com- 
ing election rises above State issues and 
State affairs, and that is true. He has 
told you the reason why this campaign as- 
sumes a National character and bears ‘di- 
rectly upon National issues in the future 
as regards our party. After we have 
chosen our candidate, and after we have 
announced the principles of our platform, 
the toundations of which are as old as the 
party, we are ready then to go befoi: the 
people of Ohio, not confining our appeal 
to any party, but appealing to the citizens 
of Ohio up6n a practical basis as to what 
is their duty owing to themselves, their 
Tumiues, their State, and the Nation, in 
this contest. 

‘The result of the last two National 
campaigns has placed this country, as the 
Senator told you, upon a sound financial 
basis and in the front rank of the nations 
of the world. We have progressed so rap- 
idly that we do not fuily appreciate the 
responsibilities which have attended that 
progress. 

“Aside from all the glory of Republican 
victory, aside from the excitement attend- 
ing and following every campaign, we 
should bring ourselves to reason with our- 
selves and one another as to what it all 
means. 1 will tell you what it means. it 
means that if we would have a continuance 
of this unparalleled prosperity, which, I 
claim, in this country is the normal condi- 
tion of things, that we must do oul 
and stand by the party whose principles 
have laid the foundation of this success, 

“It has been said that the settlement of 
the monetary. question upon a gold basis is 
the ioneaENer and a guarantee for the. 
future of bur country. It is in the confi- 
dence of the party and its leaders who 
have brought about this result, that the 
people in this country, beginning with the 
laborer in the shop, in the mine. and on the 
farm,.and those who conduct the great in- 
dustrial interests of the United States, are 
to decide as to the future of their Nation. 
The foundation of prosperity is confidence— 
confidence in the future. 

‘The business man, the large operator, 
if he does business but for to-day and to- 
morrow, only considers to-day and to-mor- 
row. If he is limited to that space of ac- 
tion he governs his action accordingly ard 
he only operates for a few hours in ad- 
vanee, because he knows not what the fut- 
ure may bring forth. Now, I make it asa 
statement as infallible as the laws of nat- 
ure that in order to sustain present condi- 
tions in this country we must have abso- 
lute confidence as to what is in store for 
the future. 

“Therefore, resting upon that foundation 
of security in our finances, upon the policy 
which has built us up as a Nation, upon 
the policy which has carried us forward as 
a progressive Nation, the great mass of the 
people in the United States will continue to 
trust these men and that party and adopt 
it as evidence of security in future opera- 
tions. It is the operation of that future 
that makes business. It is the confidence 
in the future which induces capital to ex- 
pand and develop and that brings to all 
classes of labor more work. 

‘Tf IT had time to discuss the economic 
questions at issue I would simply say we 
stand by our record upon the tariff ques- 
tion. We stand by that principle which 
has built up this magnificent country and 
our great industries, and we will not per- 
mit an abridgement of it that will interfere 
with the labor of one man for one day. 

’ We are in favor of reciprocity to ex- 
pand our trade in foreign countries, but un- 
derlying that must be a condition that 
makes it purely a reciprocity, not for the 
sake of ,encouraging any nation in closer 
commercial relations, with a profit on one 
side. 

“One word in reference to the question 
which I know is uppermost in tHe minds of 
many, and that question is, Shall the Re- 
publican Party in this campaign in any 
way interfere with its traditions upon the 
moral questions? Shall we in any way 
place ourselves in any false position that 
will interfere or in any way cause disturb- 
ance in the minds of men who think for 
themselves? No, we will not. Personal lib- 
erty and home rule and everything that be- 
longs to the citizenship shall be protected 
and respected.

Gen. Grosvenor then presented the report 
of the Resolutions Committee. The report, 
which was unanimously adopted by the 
convention as the platform of the party in 
Ohio, reaffirms the Philadelphia er: 
pledges undivided oupport to the Republic- 
an Party, the magnificent achievements of 
which, it is declared, have added lustre to 
American history, and under the adminis- 
tration of which the United States has be- 
come a world power. Industry has revived, 
it is set forth; plenty has succeeded want, 
and our export trade now leads the world. 

The gold standard is-specifically indorsed. 
Further strengthening of the navy, legis- 
lation looking to the restoration of the 
merchant marine, the speedy construction 
of an American ship canal across the isth- 
mus, are declared to be imperative needs. 
In regard to combinations of capital, the 
platform says: 

““We recognize the right of both labor 
and capital to combine, when such combi- 
nations are wisely administered for the 
general good, but combinations which cre- 
ate monopolies to control prices or limit 

roduction are an evil which must be met 
by effective legislation, vigorously en- 
forced.” 

Attempts to deprive any citizen of his 
right to vote under the Constitution are 
denounced, and the demand is made that 
representation in Congress and in the Elec. 
toral College shall be pased on the actual 
voting population, proportionate reduction 
being made for an tate in which (the 
right of suffrage shall be denied except 
for crime. 

Lynching is denounced 
terms. 

It is declared that the Nation’s pledge to 
Cuba is being faithfully kept, insuring free- 
dom and independence to her people, who, 
it is added, are to-day enjoying more pros- 
perity than ever before. The Cubans are 
congratulated upon “ wise and conserva- 
tive action in favor of stable government.” 

Porto Rico is’ stated to be flourishi 
beyond all former experiences; Hawaii's 
entrance into full Territorial relations with 
the United States Government has been 
ny 
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marked by the most marvelous progress 
known in the history of those islands. In 
the Philippines a ‘‘ wicked insurrection has 
been eee and “civil government, 
contemplating the largest practicable de- 
gree of home rule, has succeeded military 
control. Personal freedom, with an equal- 
ity of rights heretofore to them unknown, 
is secured. to every inhabitant..’ 

All these things are declared to be due 
to the “ patriotic and brilliant Administra- 
tion of President McKinley,’’ who in “ fac- 
ing unforeseen and grave responsibilities 
has met them prudently, bravely, and suc- 
cessfully.’’ 

Full &nd_cordial approval is extended to 
Senators Foraker and Hanna. Senator 
Foraker is declared to have rendered 
“splendid and conspicuous service to our 
country, and we earnestly indorse him for 
a@ second term.”’ 

Nominations were called for after the 
adoption of the platform. All were made 
by acclamation with the exception of Su- 

reme Court Judge; which required two 

allots, and Supreme Court Clerk, for which 
there were four candidates. The conven- 
tion adjourned shortly after 1 o'clock.

COAL OPERATORS MAY UNITE. 


Believed the Camden, Davis, and El- 
kins Interests Will Be Merged.

BALTIMORE, June 25.—A conference of 
bituminous coal mine operators was held 
here to-day. In the party were J. N. Cam- 
den, C. W. Watson, J. H. Wheelwright, 8S. 
D. Camden, N. C. Asticum, J. A. Clark, and 
J. A. Flickinger, who control extensive soft 
coal interests of West Virginia. From what 
can be learned they discussed the recent 
combination of bituminous properties under 
one management, and considered plans and 
suggestions for a more extensive consoli- 
dation toxtake in the various soft coal inter- 
ests of West Virginia, Maryland, and West- 
ern Pennsylvania. 

J. N. Camden is one of the largest bitu- 
minous coal operators in the country, and 
his holdings in West Virginia coal lands are 
enormous. Heretofore he has been allied 
with the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad in all 
its rivalries .and controversies with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad and its allied com- 


pany, the West Virginia Central, and when 
he was in the United States Senate he al-

TROUBLE LIKELY AT KINGSTON. 
Efforts to be Made to Operate a Num- 
ber of Brickyards To-day.

KINGSTON, N. Y., June 25.—Efforts 
will be made here to-morrow to operate a 
number of the brick yards that have been 
closed owing to the strike, and it is feared 
that the attempt to resume work may re- 
sult in trouble. In one yard the men will 
not respond, but fin the others substitutes 


will take the place of the strikers, and will ; 


work under the protection of Deputy Sher- 
iffs. ; 
Rioting broke out here to-night when the 
strikers awoke to find that many men had 
been secured to fill the vacant places. The 


Brigham yards were attacked by a number 
of men armed with guns and missiles, and 
before the Sheriffs could interfere a num- 
ber of the workers had been beaten severe- 
ly. Thei mob grew so excited that threats 
were made to burn the place, and the Post 
Office and many of the stores were closed 
in consequence. 

The strikers are holding meetings to- 
night, and guns are being fired, while 
groups of men sit about camp fires brood- 
ing mischief. Many of the substitute men 
are Italians, and it is feared that race 
hatred will fan the discontent. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA STEEL DEAL. 


Some of the Stock Taken Has Been AIl- 
lotted to Railroad Companies. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 25.—The ‘actual 
purchaser of the Underwriting Syndicate’s 
holding of the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany’s stocks was made public to-day by 
Effingham B. Morris, a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the company and one 
of those who negotiated the sale. The pur- 
chaser was the Pennsylvania Company. 
Mr. Morris also announced that the Penn- 
sylvania Company had secured by pur- 
chases of stock and warrants in the open 


market a controlling interest in the Cam- 
bria Steel Company. 

The syndicate’s holdings of Pennsylvania 
Steel stock consisted of $10,000,000 preferred 
and $10,000,000 of common, leaving $6,500,- 
000 preferred and $750,000 common in the 
hands of the other stockholders. Of the 
$20,000,000 common and preferred stock 
purchased by the Pennsylvania Company, 
allotments have been maffe to the Read- 
ing Company, the Northern Central, the 
Baltimore and Ohio, Chesapeake and Ohio, 
and Norfolk and Western Railroad Com- 
panies. The Pennsylvania Company re- 
tains the majority of the-stock, with the 
Reading Company as next largest holder. 

While the Pennsylvania Company is at 

resent the holder of the majority interest 

n the Cambria Steel Company, it is ex- 

ected that the other companies interested 
ointly in the Pennsylvania. Company will 
also receive a pro-rata share of those 
holdings in Cambria Steel. According: to 
Mr. Morris, each‘company will be operated 
independently and in harmony with the 
United States Steel Corporation. 


More Money for fron and Steel Men.

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SEVENTH NATIONAL 
BANK'S DIFFICULTY 


Delay in Settling $983,000 
Balance at Clearing House. 


E. R. Thomas Succeeds W. H. Kimbalh 
as President—Account of Henry 
Marquand & Co. Overdrawn. 


The Seventh National Bank, at the south- 
east corner of Broadway and John Street, 
was in financial difficulty much of the day 
yesterday because of its debit balance at 
the Clearing House, which amounted to 
$983,000 and which was only paid after 2 
o'clock. 


As a result of the day’s embarrassment a 
meeting of the Directors of the bank was 
held, at which President William H. Kim- 
ball resigned his office and was succeeded 
by Edward R. Thomas of the Stock Ex- 
change firm of Thomas & Post, which was 
formed by_the son of Gen. Samuel] Thomas, 
who is a member of the Directorate of the 
Seventh National Bank. 

The delay in meeting the debit balance 
was said to be due to heavy checking by 
customers, chiefly by the fym of Henry 
Marquand & Co. 

Toward the close of the stock market 
rumors of a bank in trouble caused ap- 
prehension, and the afternoon session wit- 


nessed a sharp break in the price of many } 
securities. 

Conflicting rumors were afloat in bank- 
ing circles during the earlier part of the day, 
because a Clearing House meeting was! 
known to have been in session since 9:30 | 
o'clock. Those present at the conference 
included President Tappen of the Gallatin | 
National Bank, President Delafield of the' 
National Park Bank, President Nash of the ‘ 
Corn Exchange Bank, Vice President Can-' 
non of the Fourth National Bank, Vice 
President Witson of the National City 
Bank, and President Kimball of the Sev-. 
enth National Bank. 

While the conference was held behind 
closed doors, it soon became known that 
one bank had not met all of its obligations, 
and that, as a consequence, the Clearing, 
House sheets had not gone through. It be- 
came known later that the bank in question | 
was the Seventh National Bank and that 
the Clearing House conferrees were care- 
fully going into the bank’s condition. 

The uncertain situation continued until 
about 2:30 o’clock, when William Sherer, 
Manager of the Clearing House, stated that 
all of the associated banks had settled 
their obligations with the Clearing House, 
and that all clearing sheets had gone 
through. When asked in regard to the 
Seventh, he replied: 

“It is true that the Seventh National 
Bank has been put to some trouble in the 
matter of meeting its debit balance, the 
amount of which w&s $983,000.” 

To the further question, “ Are all of the 
banks in the Clearing House all right?” 
Mr. Sherer answered: ' 

““Every bank S paid its dues to the 
Clearing House to-day, and as tar as I 
know they will continue to do so.” He add- 
ed that to the best of his knowledge the 
Seventh had not been assisted by any of 
the banks in the Clearing House Associa- 
tion. , 

President Tappen confined himself to the” 
foilowing statement: 

“All the banks have settled their bal- 
ances satisfactorily. This disposes of ail 
rumors. More than that [ cannot say.” 

All of the other banking officials who 
attended the conference declined to dis- 
cuss its proceedings. It became known. 
however, that as soon as the trouble of 
the Seventh became known to the other 
banks Mr. Kimball was summoned to come 
before the committee and an immediate 
examination of thé bank’s condition led 
to a frank discussion of its affairs. 

Shortly after the close of this conference 
Mr. Kimball returned to the Seventh, where 
he went into his office with Frank B. 
Poor, member of the Stock Exchange firm 
of Henry Marquand & Co., and a son of EF. 
E. Poor, the late President of the National 
Park Bank. 


WHAT MR. KIMBALL SAYS. 


Mr. Kimball said that the bank’s delay in 
meeting its debit balance at the Clearing 
House was caused by the failure of some of 
the bank’s debtors to ‘‘make good,”’ but that 
the matter had been straightened out and 
the payment made without recourse to any 


outside assistance. He admitted that Henry 
Marquand & Co., one of several large de- 
positors, had overdrawn its accounts to a ° 
very large amount, but declined to state the 
amount. He said that the firm afterward 
settled up th debit. 

It is unders®@od that the bank’s obligation 
at the Clearing House was met by Edward 
R. Thomas, who was later in the day elect- 
ed President of the bank to succeed Mr. 
Kimball. Mr. Thomas conferred duri 
day with Vice President Fletcher S. Heat 
Cashier Adams, Director W. H. Taylor, who 
is also a Director of the Bowling Green 
Trust Company, and Col. Dowd, Vice Pres- 
ident of the North American Trust Com- 
pany. Col. Dowd, when asked as to the 
purpose of his visit to the bank, said: 

“Some of our people are interested over 
shore, and I went over to give them a little 

elp.” 

Frank B. Poor, at the offices of his firm, 
after 3 o’clock, said: 

‘“Marquand & Co. now have a credit bal- 
ance at the bank. We will do business ag 
usual to-morrow morning. As for the bank, 
we believe it to be as good as gold and ab- 
solutely solvent. If you want to know: 
about the size of our debit balance at the ; 
bank you must ask the bank.” ( 

Mr. Poor declined to say whether such 
securities as Pittsburg, Shawmut, and 
Northern, Peres County Electric, 
Marquand Building Companies’ shares 
figured in their dealings with the bank. 

cording to apparently well-founded re- 

orts in banking circles, the Seventh had 

oaned a large sum of money on industrial 
securities of slow realizing value. 

When Mr. Poor was leaving the bank for 
his own ofiices, he said: 

“The bank is absolutely solid. It was 
in some difficulty, but all that is justed. 
Why, one Director put up over $1,000,000 
in cash.”’ 

This Director is believed to have been 
Gen. Samuel Thomas, the relief coming 
through Edward R. Thomas. 

The special meeting of the Seventh’s Di- 
rectors was in session until nearly 6 o’clock, 
when it was announced that the bank 
would issue a statement at .the Waldorf- 
Astoria through Guy Major of the 
board, who was recently superseded ag 
President of the American Linseed Com- 
pany through Standard Oil influences. 

After the mere fact that Mr. Thomas 
had been elected President to succeed Mr. 
Kimball became known, the only further 
information obtained from the bank offi- 
eials was contained in the evening state- 
ment, which named $938,000 as the debit 
balance, although Mr. Kimball and the 
Clearing House authorities had put the 
figure at $983,000. 


THE OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


The statement which was giveg out after 
an evening conference, which Mr. Major 
and Frank H. Ray, who is also a Director 
of the Continental Tobacco Company, at- 
tended, follows: 

“In connection with the rumors afloat 
concerning a number of banking institu- 
tions, the officials of the Seventh National 
Bank, who are among the wealthiest of 
New York bankers and financiers, make 
the following statement: 

““New York, June 25, 1901. 

“The debit balance of the Seventh Na- 
tional Bank with the Clearing House this 
ans. was $938,000. This balance was 
due to heavy checking on the part of men 
connected with several large brokerage and 
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panking houses. The Directors and stock- 
holders of the Seventh National Bank con- 
vened, and at once provided ample means 
for all business purposes. 

‘The flurry of the moment, occasioned by 
tumors concerning a number of banking 
and brokerage institutions, which were 
erobably started for stock-jobbing pur- 
»0ses, SO weighed upon William H, Kimball 

hat he tendered his resignation as Presi- 
dent of the bank and insisted upon its im- 
mediate acceptance. The resignation was 
accepted. Mr. E. R. Thomas, who is iden- 
tified with many large railroad interests 
and with New York financial institutions, 
and who is a son of Gen. Samuel Thomas, 
a Director of the Seventh National Bank 
and one of its heavy stockholders, was 
2glected President in his stead. Z 

“The condition of the Seventh National 
Bank is second to no banking institution in 
“Ms class. Its deposits have grown from 
31,600,000 less than two years ago to 
36,500,000 at the present time.

ON THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 


The effect of the Seventh’s trouble upon 
the stock market was quickly felt. 

Early in the day Wall Street heard vari- 
ous rumors of bank troubles, but little at- 
tention was paid to them, as it was gener- 
ally believed that they had little foundation 
in fact and grew out of the failure of the 
Leipziger Bank in Germany. - 

In the afternoon, however, the rumors 
took definite shape, and it was_ stated 

ositively that one of the leading National 
yanks had failed to meet its debit balance 
at the Clearing House. At the same time, 
it developed that the Clearing House Com- 
mittee had been called together to act in 
the matter. 

The immediate effect was a sharp and 
severe break in the stock market, in which 
declines of from 38 to 5 points were scored 
in many stocks. For instance, at one time 
St. Paul broke from 177% to 172%, Colorado 
Fuel from 135% to 110%, tion Pacific from 
111% to 108%, Tennessee Coal from 70% to 
66%, Reading from 46% to 44%, Pennsy!- 
vania from 153 to 150%, Manhattan from 
127 to 123%, People’s Gas from 119% to 
116%, Amalgamated Copper from 123% to 
121, and many other stocks in like manner, 

Just when the market was weakest, about 
2:30 o'clock, the official statement was 
made by Manager Sherer of the Clearing 
House that all balances had been paid and 
that none of the banks was in difficulties. 
Thererupon the market rallied sharply, 
St. Paul advancing over 2 points from its 
low figure, Union Pacific a full point, and 
other stocks from 1 to 2 points. 

The rally was in progress when the mar- 
ket closed, but the time was too short to 
enable a recovery of all the earlier losses. 
And hence such net declines as: Amalga- 
mated Copper, 2%; St. Paul, 2%; Northwest, 
8%: Rock Island, 2%; Consolidated Gas, 2; 
Colorado Fuel, 3; Lackawanna, 2; Denver 
and Rio Grande, Reading, 1%; a 
first ‘preferred, 1; : Pacific, 25%; 
Pennsylvania, 1%; Reading, 1\%; St. Louis 
and San Francisco, 1%, and Tennessee 
Cqal, 2%. A few stocks showed net ad- 
waeces, but these were due to special 
causes.

NAVY YARD’S NEW DRY DOCK. 


A Remarkable Engineering Feat Proves 
Completely Successful in 
Brooklyn. 


The placing in position yesterday morn- 
ing of the caisson in reconstructed Dry 
Dock No. 2, in the Brooklyn Navy Yard, 
¢eompleted one of the most interesting en- 
gineering feats ever attempted at the yard. 
The new dock replaces the old wooden 
dock, which was poorly constructed, and 
which caved in on one side. The work was 
done at a cost of about $300,000, although 
the appropriation for the same was $600,- 
000. The job was completed in fourteen 


months. 

When it was decided to build the new 
masonry dock around the old timber struct- 
ure, many engineers regarded the scheme 


as impracticable, if not impossible. The 
plans provided for ay the width of 
the dock and for this reason it was thought 
that there was no feasible way of holdin 
the old caisson in position, after the tim- 
ber work of the old dock had been removed 
up to within a dozen feet of the dam. A 
system of shoring and cross-timbering was 
devised, however, which sustained the back 
pressure of the water, while the new dock 
was being constructed outside of and 
around the old one, 

After the caisson had been placed in po- 
sition a successful test of the dock was 
made. When the water had been pumped 
out a number of tiny streams were seen 
spouting out along the sides of the dock, 
and it was thought at first that the dock 
might leak, The water, however, was 
found to have soaked into small holes in 
the concrete, while the dock was filled, 
and to have spouted out when the dock 
was emptied. he new dock will accom- 
modate the larger ships of the navy.

YALE AND HARVARD CREWS 


Oarsmen Will Rest To-day for the 
Annual Race To-morrow. 


FIRST EIGHTS WELL MATCHED 


The Blue Freshmen Crew Has Im- 


proved to a Great Extent and Is 
Favorite for That Race.

GALES FERRY, June 25.—Hard work for 
the rowing season of 1901 closed to-night 
and at both Red Top and Gales Ferry ev- 
erything is in suspense awaiting the last 
test that is to be held on Thursday after- 
noon. Not before in recent years has there 
been such suspense among the oarsmen 
who are to participate in the great race, 
or the coachers and graduate oarsmen .who 
crowd both quarters to their last capacity. 
That both Harvard and Yale have ’Var- 
sity crews that are remarkably evenly 
matched is the belief of every crew man 
who has looked over the situation or who 
has had a chance to study closely the vary- 
ing styles of oarsmanship developed in both 
crews. 

It can be said first that neither Harvard 
nor Yale is considered to have remarkable 
crews this year. The two boats are of more 
than ordinary ability, but not up in the 
front rank of Yale-Harvard racing eights. 
Yale, for instance, does not seem to have 
the endurance or the speed of last year's 
crew, nor the veteran oarsmren. Harvard is 
stronger than last year. 

Harvard has the heavier crew to the 
man, the more uniform eight in regard to 


height and arm reach, and the steadier- 
going keel, Harvard also had this advan- 
tage over Yale that she chose her crew 
earlier than did Yale, and has been busy 
pounding the boat into shape, while Yale 
as been rearranging and experimenting 
with her own men. 

The belief here to-night is that Harvard 
will win the race by a small margin. The 
only thing that Yale depends upon for her 
chance in the four mile struggle is the 
spirit of “do or die” that pervades the 
crew, and that has pulled so many victories 
out of the ruck for the blue in past en- 
counters with Harvard. 

Yale men to-night feel that chance for 
much development was lost yesterday when 
the steamer Gypsy refused to slow down 
sufficiently to allow the Yale eight to take 
the four-mile spin anticipated. here are a 
number of glaring faults in Yale's action on 
the long pull that it was thought might be 
partially eradicated last night, and the loss 
of the opportunity to do this greatly an- 
gered Yale’s coachers. 

Every year, stupidity or stubbornness on 
the part of seme river Captain or pilot re- 
sults in some disadvantage to one or, the 
other of the crews, and if there-is any one 
thing that makes the college men think 
another course better it is this, 

Both crews will rest to-morrow except for 
some light work, and on Thursday will do 
nothing until the referee calls for the start. 
The men of both ‘Varsity eights are in 
prime condition, and there now seems to 
be no possible chance of a change in the 
rowing order. Yale will take the water in 
the following order:

‘BIG GERMAN BANK FAILS 


Old Leipsic Institution Announces 
- Its Suspension. 


SURPRISE TO THE BOURSES 


Shares Were Quoted in Berlin on Mon- 
day at 140—Directors May Be 
Criminally Prosecuted.

LEIPSIC, June 25.—The Directors of the 
Leipziger Bank announce that, owing to 
the stoppage of the Dresdener Credit An- 
Stalt in consequence of difficulties jp dis- 
counting bills, the Leipziger Bank is com- 
petled in the interest of its creditors to tem- 
porarily suspend payment. The Directors 
say that if the commitments can be liqui- 
datéd quietly the creditors will suffer no 
loss and the shareholders may hope for a 
favorable outcome, 

The capital of the bank’ is 48,000,000 
marks, 


BERLIN, June 25.—The failure of the 
Leipziger Bank was,a’complete surprise to 
the members of the Berlin Boerse, where 
yesterday the bank’s shares were quoted 
at 140. 

The failure turns out to be more serious 
than at first reported. For years past the 
Board of Directors of the Leipziger Bank 
have denied the worst feature of the affair, 


namely, the fact that the bank had practi- 
cally become the owner of the Cassel Tre- 
ber-Trocknung Company, which itself has 
been declared financially unsound. 

The newspapers to-night intimate that 
the Directors of the bank will be criminally 
prosecuted. 

The Lokal Anzeiger estimates the liabili- 
ties of the bank at 85,000,000 to 90,000,000 
marks, against assets amounting to 48,000,- 
000 marks. 

Well-informed Berlin financiers fear that 
the Leipziger Bank will save little if any- 
thing out of the wreck, and that the failure 
of this institution will seriously affect a 
number of other banks. 

Immediately after the Leipsic failure be- 
came known here there was almost a panic 
in bank stocks, including those of the 
Darmstaedter National Bank, which fell 
considerably. Nearly all other values on 
the Boerse dropped somewhat, while the 
stocks of the Saxon Bank, the Leipsic Sav- 
ings Bank, the Leipsic Mortgage Bank, and 
the Magdeburg Bank Verein were struck 
off the Berlin quotations. 

The Frankfurt-on-the-Main Boerse react- 
ed similarly to the Boerse here on news of 
the Leipsic failure, all the bank stock dealt 
in there losing from 8 to 9 points.

The reason assigned 
for this treatment is that Botha voted in 
favor of the Treason bill, 


War Still Costs £1,250,000 a Week. 
LONDON, June 26.—The South African 
war, as usual, was the subject of almost 
innumerable questions in the House of 
Commons yesterday. Little information 
was elicited except that the campaign 


continued to cost £1,250,000 weekly, that the 
authorities estimated that the invaders of 
Cape Colony numbered from 1,000 to 2,000 
men, and that there were 1,484 cases of 
typhoid fever among the British troops in 
April, 0f which number 187 proved fatal. 


SUICIDE ON ATLANTIC LINER. 


Richard Walke, a Norfolk (Va.) Lawyer, 
Jumps Overboard—Suicidal Ma 
nia Runs in His Family. 


GLASGOW, June 25.—The Captain of the 
Anchor Line steamer Furnessia, from New 
York June 15, which arrived here to-day, 
reports that Richard Walke, a lawyer of 
Virginia, jumped overboard from the steam- 
er on June 20 and was drowned. 


Richard Walke was a resident of Norfolk, 
Va., where he was a member of the law 
firm of Walke & Old. He was one of the 
most prominent lawyers of the State. He 
leaves a widow and four daughters. 

The death of Mr. Walke was the result of 
the third attempt on his part to take his 
own life in recent years, and he was the 
third. member. of his family: to die by his 
own hand in the last three years. 

In 1899 Henry Walke, Richard Walke’s 
brother, was found in an areaway of the 
Adelphi Academy, Brooklyn, with a bullet- 
hole in his temple. He had been oe 
Brooklyn, and in his pockets were foun 
letters telling why he killed himself. 

Littleton T. Walke, Richard Walke’s son, 
stabbed himself to death in his room at the 
University of Virginia recently. 

On June 14 last. Dudley Walke, a 
cousin of Richard Walke, was found dead 
in Brooklyn. He had killed himself by in- 
haling illuminating gas after a quarrel with 
his fiancée. 

Richard Walke started on June 15 with 
his wife and a friend named Bradford on 
an extended trip abroad. 


THE LONDON UNDERGROUND ROAD 


Parliamentary Committee Discusses 
Mr. Yerkes’s Traction Plans, 
LONDON, June 25.—A Parliamentary 
Committee to-day discussed the bill to au- 
therize the introduction of electricity as 
the motive power of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Railway by arrangement with the new 
company now being formed by Charles T. 

Yerkes. - 

It was announced before the committee 
that £600,000 of the £1,000,000 capital of the 
new company had already been subscribed 
and that Mr. Yerkes and his friends were 
ready to subscribe the remaining £400,000. 

It also transpired that some difficulty had 
arisen between the Metropolitan and the 


Metropolitan District companies in the mat-- 


ter of reaching an agreement by which 
they should work together. 

Mr. Yerkes was examined before the com- 
mittee, and said he was ready to carry out 
his agreements if he did not meet with too 


much opposition. He further said he in- 
tended to buy everything possible for the 
reconstruction of the road in Great Britain 
by preference, but ff not, in the United 
States. Mr. Yerkes did not condemn the 
Ganz system of traction, but said he would 
not put a dollar in any concern worked un- 
der that system. 

Robert W. Perks, M. P., said that the 
capital of the new company had been of- 
fered in London first, the Parliamentary 
Committee being anxious that the new 
company should not be entirely American, 
and that in all probability the capital would 
be taken up here. ‘ 

The London County Council to-day de- 
cided to spertd over £2,000,000 on new elec- 
tric traction routes in various parts of 
London, and on the necessary widening of 
streets required by the new entefrprises. 


The new Yerkes company intends to. in- 
stall a traction system in the London un- 
derground railroad exactly similar to that 
in use on the elevated lines in Chicago. 
The present antiquated cars will be sold, 
and others of American pattern substituted. 
The stations will be rebuilt, arc lights will 
be installed, and the road thoroughly re- 
modeled.

NO MORE THAN FIFTY 


Full Extent of the Damage Cannot 
Be Ascertained. 


Work of Rebuilding Railway Tracks 
and Bridges Going On Rapidly— 
Keystone Survivor Tells 
His Story. 


RLUEFIELD, West Va., June 25.—An- 
other twenty-four hours have passed and 
the full extent of the vast damage done by 
the flood cannot yet be accurately stated. 
All over this section there is great relief 
expressed at the announcement that the 
loss of life is not so great as at first be- 
lieved. Many of the missing who were 
mourned as dead by their friends have 
turned up. It is now highly probable that 
very few of the dead whose bodies are 
found at this late hetir will ever be iden- 
tified. 

The best estimate obtainable places the 
loss of life at no more than fifty, the great- 
er part being colored miners and their fam- 
ilies. 

The Norfolk and Western Railroad Com- 
pany continues to make every effort to 
hasten the opening of communication be- 
tween the affected district and the outside 
world. Laborers are going in a continual 
stream, and many hundreds more could be 
used. The work of repairing and clearing 
the débris goes on night and day. A thor- 
oughly equipped electric light plant, con- 
sisting of three cars, has been provided. It 
is capable of furnishing forty are lights of 
great power, and is equipped with a huge 
searchlight that lights up the country 
around for a mile. 

Wrecking trains, completely manned, con- 
tinue to arrive. They have been sent by 
connecting lines to aid in clearing the 
right of way and rebuilding the tracks. A 
carload of covered wire like that used by 
the army has been received, and is being 
laid on the ground to complete the broken 
lines of telegraph wires. The estimate made 
by the railroad officials is that one line of 


temporary track will be open as far as the 
east of Vivian yard, including Elk Ridge, 
by to-morrow night, and it is thought trains 
can be gotten that far. 

Gen. E. I. Boggs, private secretary 
Gov. White, and Adjt. Gen. Hudson 
here looking into the necessities for a re- 
lief movement. It seems to be the general 
opinion that there will be no necessity for 
calling out the State Guard, as the rail- 
road and coal companies have adequate sys- 
tems of policing the devastated district.

When the rail- 
way bridge was finally swept away the 
flood poured down the narrow street, car- 
rying many persons with it. Eight lives 
ure known to have been lost. rom the 
hotel a life line was thrown to the building 
opposite and then to the rescuers on the 
hillside. All those in the hotel and those 
fortunate enough to reach it were thus en- 
abled to reach a place of safety. 


ROANOKE, Va., June 25.—The damage in 
the coal fields begins at Coaldale, which is 
fifteen miles west of Bluefield. At that 
place eat embankments supporting the 
railroad tracks have been washed out. The 
branch road leading from Mayberry to the 
Norfolk and Delta collieries has suffered 
heavy damage. The track is washed out 
in some places and covered over in others. 
At Lick Branch the water was very high, 
and at this point damage to the main line 
of railroad begins and destruction of coal 
company property increases. At Ennis the 
east-bound track begins to entirely disap- 
pear. and at some distance further the 
roadbed is entirely gone from both tracks. 
The iron bridge structures remain, but the 
approaches in most all 
entirely washed out. 

_ Besween Houston and Kyle all tracks are 
badly damaged, nearly everything having 
exchanged positions with the former creek 
bed. The great fills which the railroad 
company has been making and rip-rapping 
ever since the high waters of 1897 have 
been leveled. All operations have had 
heavy loss, and weeks will have passed 
before they can work again to advantage. 

The machine, blacksmith, - erection.” and 
boiler shops of the Norfolk and Western in 
Roanoke were ciosed at noon until further 
notice. The shut-down was on account of 
the destruction by the flood, and the fact 
that no traffic was passing over the road. 
The shops probably will resume work in 
three or four davs. There are 2,000 persons 
employed in the Norfolk and Western shops 
here, but not all of them will be affected. 
All the men are out except a _ sufficient 
number to keep up repairs. As the road is 
doing no coal business, which is its chief 
traffic, few trains are on the road. 

Frances, a Roanoke man, who is 
in Keystone installing a water plant, and 
who was first reported dead, has written 
his wife telling her he is safe and sound. 
He has the following to say about the 
disaster: 

“A big flogd visited the town last Fri- 
day night. Everybody had to go up on 
the mountain. Men, women, and children 
were drowned in the streets and houses 
went floating down the streams with peo- 
nie in them. All our crowd are safe. We 
are entirely cut off from the outside world, 
and provisions are getting short. There 
is now no water in the town.”

Services Held in Memorial Chapel in 


Cleveland Cemetery—Friends of 
the Family Present. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 25.—In a grave 
on a magnificent hill that overlooks the 
city in beautiful Lake View Cemetery, the 
body of Adelbert Stone Hay was laid to 
rest this afternoon. The funeral party ar- 
rived in Cleveland from New Haven at 
noon, and the funeral services were_held 
in the Wade mortuary chapel a few hours 
later. Accompanying the remains’ .were 
the parents of the deceased, Secretary of 
State and Mrs. Hay, Helen, Alice, and Clar- 
ence Hay, their children; Mr. and Mrs. J. 
H. Wade, and Samuel Mather, relatives. 
Harry Payne Whitney, Mr. Hitt, Mr. Wads- 
worth, and Mr. Hale, classmates of Adel- 
bert, accompanied the body as representa- 

tives of Yale College. 

The casket was covered with a profusion 
of beautiful floral tributes. A magnificent 
wreath of roses was the gift of the State 
Department at Washington. The ‘floral 
pieces were so numerous that they entirely 
covered the casket. The classmates of the 
deceased at Yale were the honorary pall 
bearers. 

Secretary and Mrs. Hay showed evidence 
of the great sorrow they felt, and Mrs. Hay 
was so nearly prostrated that her hus- 
band had to assist her nearly all the time. 
The new memorial chapel was filled with 
friends of the family, this being the first 
time it was used. 

The religious *ervices within the chapel 
were begun with a hymn, by _a quartet, 
‘When Our Heads Are Bowed in Woe.” 
The Rev. Dr. Hiram C. Haydn, the vener- 
able pastor of Old Stone Presbyterian 
Church followed, reading the eighth chapter 
of the Book of Romans and the fourth and 
fifth chapters of the Second Corinthians. 
Dr. Hayden, after the invocation, delivered 
a funeral sermon in which he paid eloquent 
tribute to: the worth of Adelbert S. Hay, 
and referred at considerable length to his 
work as Consul at Pretoria. .

SECRETARY HAY’S PLANS. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—The Cabinet 
meeting to-day was brief. Much of the 
time was spent in talking over the deep 
affliction which has come to Secretary 
Hay. The President had had a short note 
from Mr. Hay advising him that after the 
funeral at Cleveland he would return to 
Newbury, N. H., with Mrs. Hay and his 
children. How long he would remain there 
the Secretary did not say. The tone of the 
letter, while it indicated the crushing nat- 
ure of the blow that had fallen upon him, 
showed that he was bearing up bravely.

ARRESTED FOR SCORCHING. 


G. A. Lamb Captured by a Policeman 
Who Once Saved His Life.~ 


George Alfred Lamb, the lawyer,’ of 135 
Broadway, was arrested last night for 
scorching in a gasoline motor vehitle down 
Fifth Avenue, near the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Mr. Lamb was not locked up, but left his 
vehicle in the hands of the police of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station to insure his 
appearance at the Jefferson Market Police 
Court this morning. 

Mr. Lamb, accompanied by a friend, was 
speeding down Fifth Avenue at Thirty- 
sixth Street when he was seen by Bicycle 
Policeman Ormsby. The policeman thought 
that the motor was going at least fifteen 
miles an hour, and he shouted for them to 
stop. When they did not he gave chase. 
At Thirty-fourth Street Ormsby tried a sort 
of flank movement for the purpose of mak- 
ing Mr. Lamb lessen his speed, but was un- 
successful. At Thirty-second Street Mr. 
Lamb stopped his machine and submitted 
to arrest quietly. 

At the station house Policeman Ormsby 
discovered that he had arrested a man 
whom he had saved from drowning in 1892. 
At that time both the policeman and Mr. 
Lamb were members of the Union Boat 
Club. One day Mr. Lamb was swimming 
near the club’s float, when he became ex- 
hausted and sank. Ormsby was on the 
float and, without removing any of his 
clothing, jumped in the water, swam to 
Lamb and rescued him in the nick of time. 
Policeman and prisoner recalled the oeccur- 
rence very well, though they did not recog- 
nize each other until the station house was 
reached. 

Mr. Lamb is twenty-nine years old and a 
member of the New York Athletic, Lotos, 
Calumet. and Democratic Clubs. It was he 
who instituted proceedings some time ago 
against John W. Gates of the American 
Steel and Wire Company because of trou- 
ble growing out of the affsirs of that com- 
pany. 
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FIRE IN STEAMSHIP HOLD. 


Stubborn Blaze on the Jupiter Causes 
$40,000 Damage. 


Fire due to spontaneous combustion start- 
ed yesterday afternoon in the hold of the 
iron tramp. steamship Jupiter, lying at the 
National Storage Docks, Cavan Point, Jer- 
sey City. The vessel, which is owned by 
the Drother Steamship Company, is com- 
manded by Capt. Acilio Ugarte and was 
consigned to J. M. Ceballos & Co., Pier 10, 
East River, New York. She was laden with 
saltpetre, jute, and general merchandise. 
She arrived from Calcutta on Saturday. 
The fire started in the second hold at 
1:40 o'clock, and the National Docks Stor- 
age Company’s fire brigade fought the 
flames for an hour before an alarm was 
given. Then the fireboat New Yorker and 
the tugs Towanda, Stella, Florence, W. E. 
Chapman, Hustler, Protector, Genoa, Ma- 
honoy, Ithaca, and Mercedes, and three 
engines and a truck company of the Jersey 
City Fire Department went to the Jupiter's 
assistance. They pumped the ship’s hold 
full of water, and at 5 o’clock the fire was 
extinguished. 

Little damage was done to the vessel and 
none at all to the docks’ and surrounding 
property. The damage to the ship’s cargo 
is about $40,000. 


McDONNELL JURY SECURED. 


Trial of the Gambler Accused of Murder 
Will Now Proceed. 


The Jury before whom Miles McDonnell. 
the Harlem gambler, will be tried on the 
charge of murdering George Price, in the 
Onawa Cafe on Dec. 28 last, was secured 
yesterday. Nine members had been ob- 
tained from the ordinary panel, before Jus- 
tice Fursman, on Monday. Emory A. Sted- 
well, manager of the Wells-Fargo Express 
Company, the ninth juror, was excused yes- 
terday owing to a business engagement, and 
his place was filled by Lawrence C. Mc- 


Ewen, an insurance broker of Thirty-ninth 
Street and Broadway. Morris Rainess, op- 
tician, of 1,068 Third Avenue, was accepted 
as the tenth juror. The eleventh was Harry 
J. Solomon, a manufacturer’s agent, of 18 
West Ninety-fourth Street; William W. 
Gosling, ladies’ tailor, ‘of 25 East Thirty- 
first Street, was the twelfth. - 

The defense intimated that Mrs. Thomas 
Kennedy, wife of the man who was regard- 
ed as McDonnell’s arch enemy, and to 
whom is attributed the row in the Onawa 
Cafe, would be called to the stand to testi- 
fy in the prisoner's behalf. Immediately 
after the jury was secured the Court took 
a recess until this morning at 10:30.

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BRIBERY OF THE , POLICE 


Mr. Jerome Knows Disorderly 
. House Tribute Payers, He Says. 


What Two Prominent Merchants Told 
the Justice Concerning the Pay- 
ment of Blackmail. 


Justice Jerome says he knows who is 
back of the payment of money to the police 
for protecting disorderly houses. The Jus- 
tive has said before that he knew who ccn- 
stiluted the syndicate paying the police for 
the non-molestation of gambling houses, 
but had never alluded to disorderly house 
tributes, 


lle gave utterance to his remarks i the 
Court of Special Sessions, where he is now 
sitting, after sentencing Jacob Bierman 
and Sadie Brown to six months’ imprison- 
ment for conducting a disorderly house at 
loa Atterney Street. This place was raided 
by the Gerry society upon evidence se- 
cured by Agent EB. J. Murphy. Eleven girls 
were found there and an opium joint was 
disccvered on the top floor. Lillian Kangh, 
one of the inmates taken frem the house, 
Wus a witness against the prisoners. 

Arter hearing her story Justice Jerome 
declared that the two prisoners were mere- 
ly agents of unscrupulous persons who 
were engaged in the white slave traffic. 

“I believe I can lay my finger on the 
persons who are back of this Whole thing,” 
said he angrily. ‘I believe I knew who is 
paying the police for protection of this 
kind ot place. While I dislike to punish 
the subordinates too severely, it seems im- 
possible to get at the principals." 

Subsequently, regarding the formation of 
a new Reform Committee to eradicate pro- 
tected gambling, the Justice said: 

“The policy of a new committee should 
be te seek out police corruption wherever 


it car be found. The system is equally rot- 
ten whether it is a Broadway merchant or 
a small Tenderloin gambler or an east side 
policy-shop keeper who pays blackmail. I 
rode down town this morning with two 
prominent merchants and asked them if 
they would be satisfied to have as an in- 
come the amount they paid out annually 
to the police for blackmail. They looked at 
one another for a moment and then ad- 
mitted that they would be perfectly satis- 
fied if they were to receive such an amount 
yearly for their own use.”’ 

The Justice declined to give the names of 
the two merchants. ¥ 


STRIKE AT READING GROWS. 


It May Become General, and Trainmen 
May Be Called Out—President 
Baer’s Letter Ignored. 


READING, Penn., June 25.—Not a dozen 
out of the 1,000 striking shopmen of the 
Philadelphia and Reading Company re- 
turned to work to-day, as they had been 
urged to do by President Baer, in his let- 
ter of Saturday. Instead of the men out 
returning to work, some of those who had 
not struck joined the strikers. 

If President Baer's threat that all men 
who failed to report for work this morning 


would be discharged is carried into effect, 
there is likely to be trouble before the shops 
are again in operation. The company’s 
clerks worked until a late hour last pight 
preparatory to paying off those who disre- 
garded the President’s.order. 

The carshops are crippled, and the boiler- 
making and blacksmith departments are 
idle. Moulders and machinists are waiting 
for orders to strike. To-day A. H. Beschor, 
Chairman of the joint Executive Committee 
of the strikers, admonished the-men to 
keep away from saloons and company prop- 
erty, and to at all times behave with pro- 
priety. The strikers are following the ad- 
vice given by the leaders not to go near the 
company’s property. 

That the strike, though barely begun, is 
being felt in the community is shown by the 
caution with which many business men are 
laying. in eopenet. The merchants say that 
until the difficulty is settled they will not 
invest in any quantity of goods. 

The situation is becoming grave, and a 
general strike over the greater portion of 
the company’s system, if the grievances of 
the men are not heard, is predicted. The 
impression is current that in order to win 
the strike not only the shop employes still 
at work, but the trainmen also must be 
called out 


MACHINISTS LOSE A STRIKE. 


Employes of the Worthington Pump 
Works Returning to Work. 


Secretary Devens of the National Metal 
Trades Association announced yesterday 
that the metal trade manufacturérs had 
just about won a great victory over the 
striking machinists. He stated -that the 
employes of the Worthington Pump Works, 
in Brooklyn, were returning to work in 
great numbers daily, the company having 
made no concessions. He exhibited tele- 
sraph messages from local associations and 
manufacturers in Cincinnati, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, and Chicago stating that men 
were returning to work every day, and that 
the employers were firm and making no 
concessions. The Secretary of the Cincin- 
nati local association wired: 

Cincinnati shops open. Two hundred 
turned to work to-day unconditionally. 
1,000 at work. .No concessions granted. 

In Ampere, N. J., Mr. Devens said, the 
men are all at work and more looking for 
jobs. The return of the R. Hoe & Co. em- 
ployes is considered by the manufacturers 
to be a signal victory, for while the men 
are gainfng some points as_regards wages 
and hours of work, the firm does not recog- 
nize the union in any way. Prior to the 
strike, they claim, they were so harnpered 
by the union that they scarcely could oper- 
ate their works according to their own 
wishes. It will be rememberedl that the 
heaa of the firm declared when the strike 
started that he would close up his works 
and go out of business rather than submit 
to the union. 
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STRIKE DELAYS WARSHIPS. 


Machinists Have Stopped Work Entire- 
ly at Union fron Works. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—A report just 
received at the Navy.Department shows the 
serious effect of the machinists’ strike on 
the work of building new warships. 

The report states that work is suspended 
entirely on the armored cruisers California 


and South Dakota and on the monitor Wy- 
oming and™the cruisers Tacoma and Mil. 
waukee, building’ at the Union Iron Works, 
San Francisco. Up to this time gratifying 
progress had been made on these ships. 


NEW JERSEY CENTRAL STRIKE. 


Vice President Warren Denics Stdry of 
Uitimatum at Ashley. , 

A dispatch from Wilkesbarre printed yes- 
terday stated that the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey had warned the strikers at the 
Ashley shops to return yesterday morning 
or consider themselves discharged. Charles 
H. Warren, Vice President and General 
Manager of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, declared .yesterday, afternoon that 
the reference to his company is untrye. 

He says his company sent no ultimatum 
or statement, and has not had any negotia- 
tion with the mefi since the shops at Ashley 
were closed, on May 20, after the strike. 


He protests that the item is unfair to his 
company. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., June 25.—The 
strikers of the paar, car shops of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey held a 

eting this afternoon and renewed their 
pledge to remain out until their demands 
were granted. A committee of two was 
present sfrom Reading representing the 
strikers in that city. What the mission of 
this committee was could not be learned. 


STRIKING WEAVERS ARRESTED. 


Many Were Girls, and They Are Ac- 
cused of Annoying Non-Union Hands. 
PATERSON, N. J., June 25.—Much ex- 

citement was caused among the striking 

weavers this morning by the arrest of six- 


teen of their number, former employes of 


the Paragon Silk Mill, and many of the 
girls, accused of annoying non-union hands 
at the mill. They will be given a hearing 
on Thursday next. 

The strike at. the Enterprise broad silk 
mill is on in earnest. The weavers have 
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gone out several times recently, but have 
always returned without laying their griev- 
ances before the union. st week they 
went ‘out again, and the.union has now 
officially declared them strike. The 
strikers refuse to say much about their 
troubles, but it is said that one of the 
grievances is that whe firm will not allow 
them to pass lists through the mill to raise 
money to assist the strikers of the Paragon 


WOMEN STRIKERS’ TROUBLE. 


One of Them Charged with Slapping a 
Non-Union Girl’s Face. 

There was trouble yesterday ‘when the 
striking shirt-waist workers, 130 in num- 
ber, formerly employed by the National 
Shirt-Waist Company at 309 Canal Street, 
.went to the office of the company to get 
their wages, earned before the strike be- 
gan. 

According to the story told in the ‘office 
of the company, Annie Greenberg, eighteen 
years old, of 75 Monroe Street, one of the 
strikers, demanded all her pay, but the 
eashier deducted 50 cents for the shuttle 
used_on the machine and which the em- 
ployes keep in their possession. There was 
a dispute and a wrangle, and during the 
trouble it seems that Miss Greenberg's 


anger became directed toward Eva Joseph- 
son, eighteen. years old, of 98 Orchard 
Street, a non-union girl, and Miss Joseph- 
son had her face slapped. She fainted and 
an ambulance was summoned, but she soon 
revived. , 

Abram Levine, twenty-two years old, got 
mixed up in the trouble and refused to 
leave the office. He was arrested for dis- 
orderly conduct by Policeman Brenninger of 
the Macdougal Street Station, who has 
been stationed at the building since the 
strike began a week ago. The policeman 
also arrested Miss Greenberg, charging her 
with assault. 

Four extra policemen had been hurried to 
the scene, an ney conducted the prisoners 
to the Jefferson Market Court, followed by 
the crowd. Miss Josephson was about to make 
a complaint against Miss Greenberg when 
she fainted again and was revived with 
difficulty. Later she made charges against 
both the prisoners, and Magistrate Brann 
held them in $300 bail each for trial for 
assault. The prisoners were paroled in 
the custody of their counsel until to-day. 


FATAL DUEL IN SEATTLE. 


John Considine Kills ex-Chief of Police 
Meredith—Considine Slightly 


i Wounded. 

SEATTLE, Washington, June 25,—John 
W. Considine, one of the owners of the 
Standard Gambling House and the People’s 
Theatre, shot and killed ex-Chief of Police 
W. L. Meredith this afternoon. .Meredith 
was a son of W. M. Meredith, chief of the 
National Bureau ‘of Engraving and 
Printing. The shooting occurred in a drug 
store in the heart of the city. Considine 
also was slightly wounded in the head by 
shot from a double-barreled shotgun fired 
by Meredith's hands. 

The men had threatened to shoot on sight 


and both were prepared for trouble. The 
drug store at the time of the shooting was 
crowded with people, and one bystander 
was shot through the arm by a stray bul- 
let. Meredith was killed while struggling 
with John Considine and Tom Considine, 
who had come to his brother's aid. Three 
bullets from Considine’s revolver, fired at 
short range. pierced Meredith’s body, orfe 
in the head, another in the chest, and an- 
other in the abdomen. 

Considine was at once arrested by Sheriff 
Cudihee and two police officers who were 
in the drug store when the fatal shot was 
fired. He was taken to Police Headquars 
ters and from there transferred to the 
county: jail in a closed carriage, there being 
some talk of lynching. 

Considine and Meredith had been enemies 
for about three years. They had been 
friends before that. After Meredith was 
made Chief he served notice on Conbidine 
that the latter could not remain in the city 
and do business, and followed the threat by 
making several police orders which affect- 
ed Considine’s. business. In retaliation 
Considine publicly made charges of cor- 
“aon in office against Meredith. 

he Law and Order League took the 
matter up and called for a Council investi- 
gation of the Police Department. A Coun- 
cil Committee investigated, and last Fri- 
day night made a report to Mayor Humes 
edvising the removal of Meredith, 

Considine belongs to a family well known 
in Bastern sporting circles, and has a wide 
acquaintance throughout the United States. 
He. was formerly.a member of the Cpage 
Police Department, and took part in the 
raid on the Haymarket meeting that led to 
the Anarchist bomb throwing. 


POLICE FAILED TO FIND HIM. 


While They Were Seeking’ Mr. Bruns 
They Ordered Him to “ Move On.” 

Brooklyn folk who enjoy a joke on the 
local police force found something to laugh 
over yesterday \in this connection. It in- 
volved the disappearance of Joseph Bruns 
from his home, at 364 First Street. While 
the police were hunting for’ Mr. Bruns, it 
seems, they found him repeatedly, but 
didn't know it, and merely ordered the 
missing man to ‘ move on.” 

Mr. Bruns, who is a retired business man, 
disappeared from his home on June 16. 
It is thought that he wandered away while 
in a dazed condition, caused by a recur- 
rence of the effects of a sunstroke which 
he sustained some time ago. His family 


reported his disappearance to the polic®é on 
the day he went. away and asked that a 
genera! alarm for him be sent out. A de- 
scription of the missing man was sent to 
each station house, and all the policemen 
in the borough were instkucted to keep an 
eye out for Mr. Bruns. They failed to get 
any trace of him, however. Mr. Bruns 
finally found himself, and returned home 
yesterday. 

It appears that when he wandered from 
home he walked to Coney Island. He had 
a few dollars with him, and kept himself 
supplied with food. He roamed about on 
the beach and rested at night on the sands 
when the police would let him. The lice- 
men at the island, however, kept him al- 
most constantly on the move with a gruff 
‘“G'wan outer here, now, you.” None of 
them troubled himself to take Mr. Bruns to 
the station house, where his-identity would 
very probably have been discovered. 

When Mr. Bruns reached home yester- 
day he was attended by a physician, who 
found that he was suffering from ex- 
haustion, but would be all right again after 
a rest. The physician also found several 
bruises on the soles of Mr. Bruns's feet. 
They were not caused by walking, the 
doctor said, and it is suspected that their 
existence may be due to raps from the 
clubs of the policemen who kept him mov- 
ing while they were supposed to be look- 
ing for him. 


CONTRACTOR O’BRIEN ARRESTED 


Said to Have Threatened Gerry Society 
Agents with Carving Knife—Capt- 
ured on Fire Escape. 


Agents Dimond and Fogarty of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren went to the house of Patrick E. 
O’Brien, a wealthy contractor, of 550 Vgest 
Fifty-third Street, early this morning and 
placed him under arrest. They took him 
to the West Thirtieth Street Stqtion, where 
he was locked up on the charge of having 
failed to obey the order of Magistrate 


Crane and y the city $2 a week for the 
support of his two children in the Catholic 
Protectory. ,It is alleged that O’Brien is 
eight weeks in arrears in his payments. 
The agents who arrested O’Brien said 
they had an exciting time in doing so; 
They practically forced their -way in the 
O’Brien apartments as Mrs. O’Brien, step- 
mother of the children, tried to keep them 
out. O’Brien took refuge on the fire-es- 
cape. Dimond went to the floor over the 
O' Brien-apartments and prevented the con- 
tractor from escaping that way. Then Fo- 
garty’ pulled O’Brien from the fire-escape. 
¥F rty says that as soon as he got his 
risorer in the room O’Brien seized a carv- 
ng knife and threatened to kill him. He 
pulled his revolver, and O'Brien gave up.

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HAD $5,000; SOUGHT DEATH 


George Schmedes Jumped Into the 
River, Then Fought His Rescuec. 


ll caatisieettte 
Had Dissolved a Business Partnership 
Because of His Fiancee, and She 
Had Jilted Him. 


With bank books in his pockets showing 
a total balance of more than $5,000 to his 
credit, George W. Sehmedes, twenty-five 
years old, a cigar dealer of 302 Elizabeth 
Street, tried very hard to end his life early 
yesterday morning by jumping into the 
North River from the Pennsylvania ferry- 
boat New Jersey, while that vessel was 
made fast to her Jersey City slip. 

So anxidus was the man to end his exist- 
ence that he fought his rescuer until over- 
ecme with exhaustion, and it was only 
with the greatest difficulty that he .was 
dragged ashore. The ferryboat had just 
made fast to her slip at 3:10 o’clock in the 
morning. when Schmedes pushed hurriedly 
through the handful of persons who were 
leaving the vessel and hurried to the deck 
at the New York end of the boat. 

Those who noticed the man at all noted 
that he was very' well dressed, and ap- 
parently knew what he was about, and no 
one hindered him. He walked quicfy to 
the end of the boat, and, climbing over the 
guardrail, without hesitation jumped out 
into the ‘stream. He apparently made no 
effort to swim. 

A deck hand saw the jump, and a life- 
line was thrown across the back of the man 


in the water, but he disregarded it, except 
to swim a stroke to keep out of its way. 
James Cavanagh, another deck hand, then 
jumped overboard and reached the man 
just as he was sinking. He seized him by 
the collar, but the man made a desperate 
effort to fight his rescuer off. He was 
too far gone, however, and after a struggle 
became unconscious, and he and his res- 
uer were pulled aboard by means of the 
ife line. e was taken to the Jersey City 
Hospital, and after being revived, was 
taken to court and arraigned on a charge 
of disorderly conduct, as New Jersey has 
no law punishing a man for shooting at 
hifhself, cutting himself, swallowing poison, 
or trying to drown himself. 

en the man was taken to the police 
station the police found in one of his pock- 
ets a bank book of the Lincoln .National 
Bank showing a balance of $2,326.91 to his 
credit, and in another pocket a bank book 
of the Fifth Avenue Trust Company show- 
ing a Balance of $3,126 to his credit. When 
the police expressed surprise that a man 
so well able to enjoy the sweets of life 
should desire to end it Schmedes refused to 
satisfy their curiosity in any way. 

Investigation made in this city showed, 
however, that Schmedes is a victim of hard 
‘nck, notwithstanding the money he had. 
He lives in one of the few detached houses 
on Elizabeth Street with his aunt, Mrs. 
Frey, and until last May conducted a rather 
pretentious cigar store at 61 West Forty- 
second Street. His widowed mother died 
about a year ago, and left him about $10,- 
000, which, added to his capital, made him 
worth in the neighborhod of $19,000, so his 
business associates say. 

He was in partnership with a man named 
Newcomb, and when he announced some 
months ago that he was going ‘to marry 
his aunt’s niece, who lived at his home, 
Newcomb, according to Mrs. Frey’s story 
told yesterday, began to try to persuade 
to give up the idea. According to Mrs. 
Frey, Newcomb made so much objection 
to Schmedes’s marital scheme that the lat- 
ter one day last May flew into a rage, 
and throwing the keys of the store on the 
fioor, told Newcomb that the partnership 
must dissolve then and there. Newcomb 
promptly bought him out on the spot. 

Later, Schmedes concluded, according to 
his aunt, that his partaer had got the best 
of the bargain, and began to brood over it. 

e became so morose that to cap the cli- 
max of his troubles his fiancée concluded 
that he was crazy, and not wishing to 
marry a crazy man, broke the engagement. 
This last completely discouraged the man, 
and his condition became worse and worse, 
and Mrs. Frey said yesterday that, acting 
on her advice, he had left home late Mon- 
day afternoon to visit her niece, Mrs. 
Keisling, who resides in Bayonne, N. J.. in 
order to try to pull himself together. ‘This 
was fhe Jast seen of him by his relatives,

‘QUARANTINE AGAINST CUBA 


Health Officer Doty Says Present 
Restrictions Will Remain. 


Modifications May Be Made Next Year 
if Sanitary Conditions on the Isl- 


and Continue to Improve. 


-Dr. Alvah H. Doty, Health Officer for 
the Port of New ‘York, returned yesterday 
from Washington, where he had been in 
consultation with Surgeon General Wyman 
fn relation to the suggested modification 
of quarantine regulations against Havana 
and other Cuban ports. On his return he 
gave out the following official statement: 

“YT have given the statement recently 
issued by the Federal sanitary authorities 
at Havana, that no yellow fever exists in 
Cuba, very careful consideration, and dur- 
ing the past week have communicated by 
wire with many quarantine officials 
throughout the United States in order to 
obtain their views as to changing the 
present quarantine regulations. 

“J feel that everything should be done 
to lessen the obstruction to commerce and 
to interfere as little as possible with those 
traveling between Cuba and this port, ang 
I feel, as all Northern quarantine officials 
do, that the appearance of yellow fever 
in our section of the country would be 
practically no menace to the public health, 
and that it would be safe for all to exempt 
from quarantine those whose destination 
is the North, an& detain only those who are 
bound for the South, where yellow fever 


rapidly propagates, provided _we could be 
certain that all who give Northern ad- 
dresses would remain there until after the 


. expiration of a time which represents the 


~ and Western Railroad, 


maximum period of incubation of yellow 
fever. 

“Unfortunately, however, we cannot de- 
pend on this, and after passengers leave 
quarantine jurisdiction they ean go 
wherever they please. Although there are 
many who come from Havana and other 
Cuban ports upon whose testimony we 
could rely implicitly, we could not safely 
Graw a line without being unjust to some. 
Ti is to insure the safety of all that quar- 
antine regulations are more or less arbi- 
trary. 

“The Southern quarantine officials rec- 
Ognize the fact that, although persons may 

ve their destination as the North, in 
some instances they may reach the South 
before the period of incubation has ex- 

ired, and therefore in certain sections they 

ave earnestly protested against any 
change in the quarantine regulations. It 
is not only possible, but probable, that 
yellow fever may now exist in Havana, or 
other Cuban ports, unrecognized, and in a 
short time cases may be: brought to the no- 
tice of the Federal health authorities. 

“Tf the present favorable sanitary re- 
port from Cuba continues during the Sum- 
mer we will feel “justified next year in 
modifying the quarantine regulations which 
have heretofore existed. At present, how- 
ever, I do not feel that I can make any 
change in the manner of treating those 
coming from Cuban orts. Dr. Walter 
Wyman, Supervisin urgeon General of 
the Marine Hospital Service, with whom 
I was in consultation yesterday in Wash- 
ington, shares the opinion which I have 
just expressed.”’

JOKE SENT HER TO JAIL. 


Mrs. De Vreese Showed Husband a Bo- 
gus Certificate—Says~ She Was 
Drunk When She Married Him. 

PATERSON, N. J., June 25.—Lydia De 

Graw of $1 Straight Street, who is charged 

witi: bigamy by her husband, Richard De 

Vreese, who alleges that on Saturday last 

he called at the house where she was living 

and was told by her that she was married 
to another man, a certificate being shown 
to back up her statement, was sent to jail 
by Justice Romaine on complaint of her 
husband. The girl tells a peculiar story. It 
is as follows: 

“Three years ago,"’ she said, ‘‘ I was liv- 
ing at a home on Straight Street and I ran 
away to Park Ridge to my grandfather, 


Richard Irving De Vreese, where I became 
acquainted -with Ellen and Eveline De 
Vreese, my cousins. They told me I would 
make a good wife for their cousin, Richard 
De Vreese, so Eveline, Ellen, and Richard 
took me to Suffern, N. Y. 

‘“‘At Carlocks they got a little whisky; 
they said it would do me good. We then 
went to another house at Suffern, and 
Richard De Vreese got me to drink hard 
cider, and they got me so drunk that I did 
not know what they were up to, but I know 
they stuffed my clothing with rags, to 
make it Jook large, and fixed my hair up to 
make me look older, and put long dresses 
On me and took me to Dominie King at 
Suffern and told me to say I was seven- 
teen years old and that my parents were 
dead. We were then married. 

“That was in 1897. I was so drunk I did 
not know what was going on. I lived with 
De Vreese ten months and I then ran away 
from him. He would not give me anything 
to eat and made me sleep on dry leaves and 
wid bags. ‘On this last Saturday he called 
at the house on Straight Street and I jok- 
ingly told him I did not want him as I had 
another husband. I got a gentleman who 
Was at my house, Robert Jones, to draw up 
a bogus marriage certificate, and I showed 
it to my husband. 

“At the time he jumped around and 
laughed and danced, he was so happy to be 
rid of me, but afterward he made a com- 
plaint against me before Justice Romaine 
for bigamy, and I am now in jail waiting 
to be tried on Friday morning. I am inno- 
cent, and it was all a joke, my telling him 
I was married.”’ 


DEALT IN BOGUS DRAFTS. 


Two Men Arrested in Chicago for Try- 
ing to Cash Bad Paper. 


CHICAGO, June 25.—Warren Stoner, the 
gon of a prominent Kentucky family and a 
relative of a well-known turf official, was 
arrested at Washington Park race track on 
the charge of attempting to pass a worth- 
less draft on a bookmaker. The arrest was 
made on the information from Kansas City 
that 100 blank drafts, drawn on the Third 
National Bank of New York by ‘The 
Farmers’ National Bank of Topeka,” had 
been engraved and were in the hands of two 
men who had left for Chicago.

Stoner was arrested at the race track as 
he was pttempting to cash one of the 
drafts. He said he was stopping at the Au- 
ditorium Annex. The hotel was visited and 
his room- searched. A _ valise marked C. 
Jones was found, and the detectives decid- 
ed to await the arrival of the owner. Soon 
Jores appeared at the door. He was ar- 
rested and the valise opened. In it were 
found ninety-seven blank drafts, which will 
be used as evidence.

BANK CASHIER PARDONED. 


President Sets at Liberty Man Who AIl- 
lowed a $100,000 Overdraft 
by a Friend. 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—The President 
to-day pardoned Charles W. Mussey, for- 
mer cashier of the National Bank of Rut- 
land, Vt., who was convicted last year 
of the misapplication of $100,000 of the 
funds of the bank and sentenced to seven 
years in the House of Correction. 

District Attorney James L. Martin, in re- 
porting on the case to the Department of 
Justice, said that-Mussey had been cashier 


for nearly fifteen years, and always main- 
tained an excellent reputation, but was 
weak when it came to resisting personal 
appeals, especially from those he regarded 
as friends. Martin added: 

*“Some time in 1893, Marvin A. McClure, 
a friend to Mussey, and then a man of good 
standing, gees to the bank for a loan of 
$3,000. he Finance Committee declined to 
make the loan, whereupon McClure, by a 
personal appeal, prevailed upon Mussey to 
let him have the money, with a solemn 
promise that it would be paid promptly 
when due, and with the understanding that 
the loan should be kept from the knowledge 
of the Directors, Subsequent events proved 
that McClure was a rascal. He got Mus- 
sey in his power by this first loan, and 
held him there until the bank practically 
was ruined by loans made to McClure. 


“When the crookedness was discovered | 


Mussey’s manhood asserted itself, and he 
told the whole truth. He never profited a 
dollar by the transactions, and what little 
he had saved from his annual salary of 
$1,500 was turned over promptly to the re- 
ceiver. He is to-day a man of absolute 
poverty. Ever sin his arrest he has done 
everything in his Power to assist the re- 
ceiver of the bank and the Government. 
McClure was arrested subsequently for aid- 
ing and abetting in the misapplication of 
the funds, and after a sharp trial was con- 
victed and sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonment.”* 

The District Attorney says that Mussey 
has suffered sufficient punishment.

THE PENNSYLVANIA’S LONG ISLAND 
PLANS. 

According to a detailed and authorized 
article in The Brooklyn Eagle, the plans 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad with refer- 
ence to Long Island are far-reaching and 
of great importance in many directions. 

They are based on the possession or 
control, first, of the present lines of the 
Long Island Railroad; second, on con- 
nections across the island at its western 
end with the New York Connecting Rail- 
road, giving an outlet across the East 
River over Ward’s and Randall's Islands 
to the mainland, where connection will 
be made with the New York and New 
Haven Road and with the Harlem; 
third, on the tunnel from MHunter’s 
Point to Manhattan at the neighborhood 
of Long Acre Square, and, finally, on 
the tunnel from the Battery in Man- 
hattan to the present terminus of the 
Long Island Railroad, at Flatbush and 
Atlantic Avenues, in Brooklyn. The 
plans have two general objectives. One 
is the development of freight and pas- 
senger traffic with the old City of New 
York and the extensive region on Long 
Island, including the old City of Brook- 
lyn and the Borough of Queens. The 
other relates to comparatively close con- 
nection between the Pennsylvania main 
lines from the West and the whole cof 
New England. 

The first of these objectives is of the 
most immediate interest. It turns on 
rapid, cheap, and convenient communica- 
tion across the East River with the va- 
rious parts of Long Island, and it in- 
volves a very great probable increase of 
the population of the territory across 
the river, a probable great increase in 
the industry of that region, and an cx- 
tensive development of the Summer re- 
sorts on the shores of the island, espe- 
cially on the south shore. We have al- 
ready frequently called attention to the 
immense advantages sure to come from 
tke tunnel between the Battery and 
 \Baoklyn, not merely in the relief from 


the crowding of the present traffic, but 
the vastly more important opening up 
of a district of excellent situation now 
practically unoceupied and which will 
be brought within thirty to forty minutes 
of the heart of the business part of Man- 
hattan. Of the same character, and 
possibly of equal importance in the near 
future, will be the tunnel connection 
with the up-town centre of business at 
or near Thirty-fourth Street. Both of 
these may be counted on to make avail- 
able for comfortable residence at mod- 
erate expense and of convenient access 
an area that will accommodaté several 
hundred thousand families. It is no. ex- 
aggeration to say that they will provide 
reasonable facilities for a population 

at least @ million under conditions 
living and transportation superior 
those now possessed by the majority 
New Yorkers. 

It is not the passenger traffic alone 
that will be developed by the successful 
carrying out of such plans. The area of 
industry will greatly be widened, and en- 
tirely new centres of. activity can be 
created. The water front from Bay 
Ridge, the present chief terminal of the 
Long Island Railroad under the Pennsyl- 
vania management, for a long distance 
north and south is most favorably situat- 
ed for manufacturing, warehousing, and 
general business. On the north side, 
throughout a region of which Astoria, 
Hunter's Point, and Long Island City are 
centres, there is a large area equally well 
adapted to these purposes, all requiring 
only the sure and cheap communication 
which the Pennsylvania Road and its 
branches and connections can readily 
furnish. Between these extreme points, 
on the sparsely settled area of great ex- 
tent of which East New York and St. 
James Park may be regarded as centres, 
there is a great number of sites admira- 
bly adapted for like purposes under the 
same At Bay Ridge and 
East New York the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany has acquired large plots of land, 
again in the neighborhood of its 
terminus at Flatbush and At- 
lantic The problem of build- 
ing up a very large traffic, the product 
of factories and other enterprises within 
this territory, is practically simply the 
problem of cheap, rapid, and convenient 
communication—a problem, in short, of 
good railroading, in which the Pennsyl- 
vania excels. 

The second objective of the plans of 
the company, to which we have referred, 
is that of closer connection between the 
main lines of the Pennsylvania Company 
at the New Jersey shore and the railroad 
system of New England and of Eastern 
and Northern New York. The first ele- 
ment in the accomplishment of this pur- 
pose is the substitution of the car-float 
ferry of three miles from the Jersey shore 
at Greenville to Bay Ridge for the pres- 
ent floatage of some twelve miles. At 
Greenville the company is constructing 
a terminal with an area of some 15,000,- 
000 square feet of surface for tracks and 
storage, and ten piers, “ the larger num- 
ber of which will be a mile long and 
some of them 240 feet wide, with others 
125 feet.’”’ This will be the distributing 
point for all traffic reached by water in 
the harbor, and from here to Bay Ridge 
trains can be sent in less than half an 
hour, and from there can be sent un- 
broken over the projected lines to the 
junction with the New Haven Road at 
Astoria, with the Harlem Road at 
One Hundred and Sixteenth Street. It 
is stated that the Pennsylvania has rela- 
tions with these connecting roads that 
will make the continuous traffic mutual- 
ly profitable. Whether this plan of go- 
ing around New York with through traf- 
fic is the final solution, even for the 
present generation, of the problem is 
not to be easily determined, but it is 
plainly a very great advance on existing 
conditions. 

It is not surprising that our contem- 
porary The Eagle dwells with emphasis 
on the effect of this extensive series of 
enterprises on the growth and the pros- 
perity of Brooklyn. The effect will, of 
course, be very great, but while it -will 
be locally advantageous, it is plain that 
the benefit to Brooklyn will not be at 
the expense of any part of the Greater 
City. The time has passed when it is 
worth while to consider the interests of 
any portion of the metropolis as sepa- 
rate. The question of real importance 
for the vast population which is steadily 
gathering here is how it can be provided 
with decent homes at a moderate cost of 
money and time. And this is a question 
simply of rational transit, The sur- 
rounding area suitable for healthy homes 
is almost without limit. Its availability 
is measured now not by distance, but by 
time. Give to the people of New York 
the means of traversing a radius of fif- 
teen miles in forty minutes at a low 
fare and in reasonable comfort, and the 
territory within that cireumference be- 
comes an immediate and useful part of 
the city. This question settled, the prog- 
ress of all sorts of trade and industry 


must follow as the night the day.

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who is at the same time conspicuous and 
well liked, sympathy takes on force by 
communication, until it becomes really a 
“ fellow-feeling,” and makés us “ won- 
drous kind.””

He has 
done the State service and we all know 
it. The Chinese policy of the Adminis- 
tration, at least, commands the absolute- 
ly unanimous adhesion of the country. 
And, although the Secretary has never 
claimed any personal credit for that pol- 
icy, but has loyally suppressed himself in 
supporting his chief, nobody can help 
knowing that his personality has counted 
for a great deal in our foreign relations, 
and in particular fn our policy in the Far 
East. That would plainly appear in the 
fact that that policy is almost diamet- 
rically opposed to that which prevailed 
before he took office. The recognition by 
his countrymen of the public service Mr. 
Hay has performed will intensify the hu- 
man regret and sympathy which his ca- 
lamitous affliction is 80 well calculated 
to evoke. 

THE PURITY OF THE CLERGY. 

An Episcopalian clergyman has writ- 
ten a Ketter of remonstrance to our es- 
teemed contemporary The Sun upon an 
editorial article which it printed last 
Sunday upon the “ Moral Purity of the 
Christian Ministry.” The gist of the 
article is The Sun’s assertion that the 
question of the guilt.of Mr. KELLER “ of 
the atrocious offense of which he is ac- 
cused in a eircumstantial statement the 
authenticity of which is apparently un- 
questionable still remains open.” And 
its reasons for saying so were thus given 


by itself: 


The counsel of BARK®R declared in sum- 
ming mp in his behalf that ‘‘no American 
jury ever convicted a man for killing the 
ravisher of his wife,’’ and, so far as our 
remembrance goes, the facts sustain his 
declaration. In the trial of BARKER, how- 
ever, no direct evidence of such conduct 
on the part of the Rev. Mr. KELLER was 
allowed by the Judge, and none of that 
introduced indirectly or by inference was 
considered by the jury. 


We must say that, on The Sun’s own 
showing, we sympathize with the remon- 
strating clergyman. Our own remem- 
brance sustains qthat of The Sun and 
that of BARKPR’s counsel. Nor was this 
case an exception. What the jury decid- 
ed was that Mr. KELLER was not the 
ravisher of BaRKER'’s wife. Her aver- 
ment of an outrage was distinctly before 
the jury, and the jurors had also seen 
the circumstantial statement to which 
The Sun refers. To say that it was not 
considered was to say more than The 
Sun can possibly know. It was in fact 
intellectually impossible for the jury to 
avoid considering it. For a Judge to di- 
rect a jury to “disregard” certain evi- 
dence is as futile as for a person about 
whom a discreditable story has been told 
to beg “ for a suspension of public opin- 
ion.” The thing is impossible. Opinion 
is formed automatically, as the grounds 
for it are furnished. The statement to 
which The Sun refers made its impres- 
sion upon the jurors who read it, just as 
it did upon other readers. Moreover, the 
entire plea of BARKER'S counsel for him 
was that he was justified by what his 
wife had told hini-in attempting to kill 
the clergyman and in actually crippling 
and blinding him for life. It is trifling 
to say that all this was not considered 
by the jury. It was considered. It must 
have been considered. By finding a ver- 
dict in eight minutes of the highest de- 
gree of crime charged, and by making no 
recommendation to mercy, they simply 
showed that it took them that length of 
time only ta decide that the story told 
by Mrs. BARKER Was too improbable to 
be believed, either by them or by BaR- 
KER. The condemnation of BARKER as a 
murderer in intention involved the con- 
demnation of his wife as a false witness. 

That satisfies most people. But, where 
a clergyman is concerned, it does not 
satisfy The Sun. That journal requires 
that, in the interest of its respect for the 
“Moral Purity of the Christian Minis- 
try,” Mr. KELLSR shall find some tri- 
bunal before which he can affirmatively 
prove the negative proposition that he 
did not do what Mrs. BARKER says he 
did. And yet it is this crime of which 
she accuses him that BLACKSTONE says 
that it is a crime so eafy to be charged 
and so impossible to be disproved that 
the law looks upon an accusation of it 
with particular suspicion. And in this 
case there seems to be special reason 
for suspicion. The fact that, as the coun- 
sel prosecutor said in this case, she kept 
the story from her husband “ until it be- 
came fishy,” meanwhile relating it to 
other persons, ahd indeed leaving him to 
find it out from a third person, would 
have discredited a far more plausible 
tale. We do not believe The Sun would 
hang a dog on such evidence. But it 
might just possibly require stronger evi- 
dence against a dog than against a min- 
ister of the Gospel. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—There is @ general impression that au- 
tomobiles are rather delicate machines, 
with a strong téndency to get out of order 
on small provocation and at frequent in- 
tervals, necessitating résort to the anti- 
quated but fairly trustworthy horse as a 
means of hauling them home for repairs. 
Hither this impression is wrong or else the 
Long Island breed of automobiles is partio- 
ularly strong and hardy, for down at Baby- 
lon on Sunday one of them rose superior 
to circumstances of the most trying sort, 
and was manifestly in excellent condition 
at: the en@ of an experience that would 
have excuséd_almost anything for going 
into permanent retirement. First the ma- 
chine ran ifto @ large and heavy vehicle 
of the “ trap” “with effects—to the 
trap—not stated, but they were probably 
serious, its owner was thrown vio- 
lently through the air. He landed a con- 
siderable di away, just in time to see 
the automobile back away frém the wreck 
and, in evident confusion of mind, but with 
locomotive powers unabated, start madly 
for a stone gate post. With this it collided 
at full speed, and the gate post broke off 
short and fell to the ground. Again the 
automobile was uninjured, and it instantly 
hurried away down the road at a twenty- 
mile pace, thus saving its owner from an 
inconvenient and tiresome conversation 
about damages—to gate posts, traps, and 
the gentleman who was propelled the con- 
siderable distance through the air. That 
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machine is obviously of a robust constitu- 
tion. Probably it could meet and conquer 
a Wheelbarrow in fair fight, and that is the 
very culmination of prowess. 


——A few days ago there was in this col- 
umn a paragraph which began, ‘‘ Not a fow 
outcries, not a little fierce, can confidently 
be expected.’”’” Somebody who must be the 
happy possessor of an almost infinite 
amount of leisure time has taken excep- 
tions to the foftm of this introduction, and 
has written us a letter on the subject, in 
part as follows: 

If the sentence means anything it means 
that many flerce outcries may be expected. Why 
not write with less awkwardness and less cir- 
cumlocution? Life is short. 

Well, life may be short, but there are 
moments when one is more than inclined 
to think that it is quite long enough—mo- 
ments of intense and discouraged weari- 
ness, like that which followed the reading 
of this correspondent’s letter. There are 
sO many, many things in the world—and in 
newspapers—which justify worry and critt- 
cism that waste of energy and emotion on 
one which does neither is something worse 
than pitiful. We have no particular affec- 
tion for the phrasé quoted, but the substi- 
tution of the negative for the affirmative 
form in such expressions is an ancient de- 
vice of unquestionable orthodoxy, and for 
its use there are numberless precedents in 
the writings of authors of the highest rank. 
As for its “awkwardness ”’ in the present 
case we have nothing to say. Presumably 
it expressed the shade of meaning which 
the writer of the paragraph had in mind, 
and if he chose to employ a few more 
words than would have been required to 
expréss another shade of meaning he had 
the very best of right to do so. Brevity is 
a fine thing—sometimes and for some pur- 
poses—but it is far from the end and all of 
style. ‘‘ Circumlocution,”’ indeed! Was it 
circumlocution for one ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
to begin a certain rather notable speech 
with “‘ Fourscore and seven years ago” ? 
Doubtless the critic of “not a few out- 
cries’ thinks that LINcOoLN should have 
said ‘“ eighty-sevéen,” it being two words 
shorter. 


-——Efforts to prevent the further pay- 
ment from the general school funds of 
salaries to members of religious orders em- 
ployed as teachers in St. Mary's Orphan 
Asylum at Rochester are not to end with 
the refusal of an injunction by Justice 
Ricw. Mr. JAMES SARGENT, by whom the 
application for the injunction was made, 
Says that as the granting or the denial of 
the motion rested in the discretion of the 
court, he does not deem it advisable to ap- 
peal from the order, but the decision does 
not necessarily affect the determination of 
the action. “I expect,” Mr. SARGENT adds, 
‘to try the case at the September Equity 
Term, and when judgment has been en- 
tered upon the determination of the issues, 
then either party who shall feel aggrieved 
can appeal therefrom to the Appellate Divi- 
sion of the Supreme Court, Fifth Depart- 
ment, and from the decision of that tri- 
bunal to the Court of Appeals. It is my 
purpose, if defeated, to review the decision 
in the court of last resort, as I regard the 
question of great importance to the people 
of the United States, and in fact of the 
world.’”” Mr. SARGENT, who is the senior 
member of the firm of SARGENT & GRBEEN- 
LeaF, lock manufacturers, and a man of 
much prominence in the charitable as well 
as the business circles of Rochester, earn- 
estly denies that he has any desire to per- 
secute Roman Catholics or the Roman 
Catholic Church. ‘' This idea,’’ he declares, 
‘is entirely erroneous. The result of the 
action, if in my favor, will affect Protes- 
tants as well as Catholics. I brought the 
action to obtain an adjudication upon the 
provision of the Constitution of the State 
of New York which was adopted for the 
first time as a part of the Constitution of 
1895.”’ 


—If the delegates who are now in ses- 
sion at Montgomery, drafting a new Con- 
stitution for the State of Alabama, do not 
put in the instrument a section which will 
entirely do away with lynching in that 
State, it will not, be because they have any 
doubt as to where the responsibility for 
every successful resort to mob violence as 
a substitute for the law should be placed. 
They see that if the several Sheriffs not 
only know their duty, but also perform it 
with courage and firmness, there will be 
little need for calling out the militia~which 
almost always arrives too late for the pro- 
tection of a threatened prisoner—and that 
there will be a satisfactorily high mortality 
rate among those who, in the disguise of 
“infuriated citizens,” seek to indulge a 
barbarous inclination for indiscriminate 
slaughter. The delegates, however, seem 
reluctant to utilize their knowledge to the 
fullest extent. They have rejected a sec- 
tion which provided for the instant suspen- 
sion from office and the impeachment of 
any Sheriff that permits a prisoner to be 
taken out of his hands, and they have sub- 
stituted one under which action against 
the Sheriff must be preceded by proof that 
the success of the mob was due to “ neglect, 
connivance, cowardice, or other grave 
fault’ on the part of the official. That is 
the law, in effect, of every State already, 
and its re-statement in the Alabama Con- 
stitution would leave things just about as 
they are. A Sheriff is naturally supposed 
to be something of a fighting man, and when 
he is alive after a mob has attacked his 
castle, the jail, and maltreated the prison- 
ers whom he is under every obligation to 
protect with his life, that fact Is certainly 
enough to constitute a prima facie case 
against him and to warrant his immediate 
suspension from office, If not his immediate 
impeachment. A Georgia Sheriff with only 
half a dozen hastily summoned deputies at 
his command, demonstrated the other day 
what every Sheriff can do against a mob if 
he chooses.

ENGINEER BIRDSALL GALLS 
MR. COLER “EMPEROR” 


Says that He Knows Why Water 
Bonds Are Held Up. 


Asserts that the Danger of a Water 
Famine in This City Is Not 
Yet Over, 


Chief Engineer Birdsall of the Water 
Supply Department was an attentive lis- 
tener at the meetings of the Council and 
Board of Aldermen yesterday. He ap- 
peared as thejadvocate of an issue of bonds 
amounting to $100,000 for an investigation 
of the watersheds around New York City 
to decide whence the future source of water 
supply for the city should be drawn. One 
hundred thousand dollars has already been 
appropriated for this purpose. 

Chief Engineer Birdsall favors the appro- 
priation of at least $10,000,000 each year for 
three years so that enormous public works 
can be begun. On every Tuesday that the 
Municipal Assembly fails to take action on 
water bonds Engineer Birdsall leaves the 
City Hall dejected. He said yesterday: 

“The City of New York has got to decide, 
and decide quickly, whether we should 
spend $40,000,000 or $100,000,000 or $200,- 
000,000 for the future water supply of the 
city. All this talk about the investigations 
of the watersheds around New York is 
nonsense. The reports of the Merchants’ 
Association and of Engineer Freedman are 
nonsensical and of no value. As a matter 
of fact, there has been no investigation of 
the watersheds around New York for over 
fifty years which has been of value to de- 
termine where the vast future supply shall 
come from for the city.’’ 

“Why are the water bond 
up?" asked a reporter. 

“Go and ask the Emperor. 
said Engineer Birdsall. 


“Whom do you mean by 
or’?’’ was asked. 

“Why, Mr. Coler, of course. I tell you 
the danger of a water famine in this city 
is not over yet. There is plenty of water in 
the storage reservoirs at present, but be- 
fore many months this supply will be great- 
ly decreased."’ 

‘“* Where do you think New York will have 
to draw a large supply of water in the fut- 
ure?” was asked. 

“T can’t answer that. It is all a question 
of how much the city wants to spend. There 
is no use of an investigating committee or 
Mayor Van Wyck or Controller Coler giv- 
ing the Department of Water “ey a doz- 
en sections to choose from. e choice 
must be limited to two or three sections, 
and then the future supply will depend on 
the amount of money spent by the city.”’ 

Engineer Birdsall then continued his 
walk toward the Park Row Butllding, a dis- 
appointed man bécause the bond issues he 
favored did not receive the approval of the 
Municipal Assembly.

SIR CLAUDE MACDONALD 
TALKS OF PEKING SIEGE. 


Lady Macdonald and the Looting In- 
cident at the Palace. 
Among those who sailed for Europe on the 


Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse yesterday was 
Sir Claude Macdonald, late Minister of 


.Great Britain to China, and now holding 


a similar position to Japan, Lady Macdon- 
ald accompanies him. They are on their 
way to England and expect to stay there 
for about six months, when Sir Claude will 


return to his post in the East. 

Sir Claude was Minister to China, and 
was ih, Peking at the time of the Boxer ris- 
ing. When asked if he knew anything 
about the story that the wife of an Ameri- 
ean diplomat was concerned in the looting 
of a storeroom in the palace, and that 
Lady Macdonald protested against the pro- 
ceeding, he replied: 

“T femember the incident to which I 
think the article refers, and when I read 
the story in San Francisco I wrote to Gen. 
Chaffee. Lady Macdonald was in a party 


which went over the palace. When they 
reached the storeroom there was some talk 
of breaking in. Lady Macdonald, the Sec- 
retary of the British Embassy, and the 
Belgian and Italian representatives with- 
drew. They refused to have anything to 
do with the affair. What went on after 
they left I cannot ony 

‘It is not tftue that Lady Macdonald pro- 

tested. She simply withdrew. Who the 
arties were who remained I will not say, 
ut they entered through the south gate 
under passes issued by™ien. Chaffee. Aft- 
erward an American aide and another per- 
son came to apologize to me, but [ told 
them that there was nothing to apologize 
for, as I knew nothing except that Lady 
Macdonald had withdrawn. Afterward at 
a meeting of the representatives I read that 
the representatives of two nations pro- 
tested, and I suppose they were the Belgian 
and Italian Ministers.’ 

Asked whether he thought that the con- 
duct of the missionaries justified the stories 
mes had been sent out from China, he re- 
plied: 

“The conduct of the missionaries, so far 
as I know, was excéllent. I wrote commend- 
ing one, a Mr. Gamewell, who was in the 
legation during the siege, and who did 
much good work at that trying time. Those 
missionaries I met were all right. Their 
position was a trying one. They saw the 
fruits of their labor swept away, their 

ossessions taken and themselves suffer- 
ng, and with all this why should they not 
take what they needed? 

““No one except those who went through 
that awful time can imagine the horror of 
that siege. There were 900 in the British 
Legation and the sanitary arrangements 
were inadequate. Outside all was ruin and 
the streets filled with dead men and mules. 
It was a time of constant watchfulness and 
suffering.’”’ 

Minister Conger, he added, was a very 
brave and very competent officer. 

Cc oncerning Japan, Sir Claude said that 
that country’s rise to commercial suprem- 
acy in the Far East is due to a great ex- 
tent to her shipbuilding. This industry, he 
said, is one of the main factors in the 
prosperity of Nagasaki, one of the fore- 
most ports of Japan. The shipbuilding 
yards at Nagasaki can hold at least six 
vessels of from 350 to 600 feet in length, 
The equipment of the yards is superior to 
any others in the East. Large ships have 
been built there, and are now being suc-

MURAL PAINTINGS LABELED. 


Tall Black Letters Placed on the Dec- 
orations of the Supreme Court. 


The symbolic figures in Edward Sim- 
mons’s beautiful mural paintings on the 
east wall of the courtroom of the Criminal 
Branch of the Supreme Court in the Crim- 
inal Courts Building thave been labelled 
with nice, tall black letters by the Munici- 
pal Arts Society. 

In accordance with the old Greek idea of 
mural decoration, says the Municipal Arts 
Society, the English equivalents of the 
Greek names of the Parcae and the other 
figures have been painted above each in 
black letters several inches high. 

The Municipal Arts Society presented the 
panels to the city on Nov. 18, 1895. From 


that time until now they have been the 
admiration of every .person who entered 
this courtroom, whether as Judge, specta- 
ter, or advocate. Until last week it was 
not deemed peouereee to place any labels 
on the panels to enable people to puzzle out 
what Artist Simmons meant when he 
painted them, 

In the centre of the east wall, behind the 
bench, is a heroic figure of Justice. The 
artist, symbolizing modern Justice, did not 
paint her blind. In her left hand she holds 
the unevenly balanced scales, denoting the 
inequality of guilt and innocence. 

In her right hand is balanced the trans- 
pafent sphere of Christian rule, the trans- 
parency symbolizing Truth. The Stars and 
Stripes are draped about her shoulders and 
above her head are placed the arms of the 
City and State. At her feet are children’s 
figures bearing the Sword of Condemna- 
don and the Dove of Innocence. 

The picture now. bears in tall letters, on 
the third step of the stone aperesen to the 
prison door before which she stands, the 
inscription: JUSTICE. 

To the right of the centre panel are the 
representations of the Three Fates. In the 
lower left hand corner of this panel now 
appear the words, “THE FATES” in 
large letters. Above the head of Clotho, 
who holds in her hand the distaff of Life, 
has been placed the words, ‘‘ THE SPIN- 
NER.” Lachesis, with spindle in hand, has 
béen designated with similar letters, ‘‘ THE 
MEASURER.”” Atropos, who cuts the 
thread of life, will now be readily recog- 
nized by the inscription ‘‘THE SEVERER.” 

Three male figures at the left of the 
bench have puzzled some people.’ The first 
from the left is represented with broken 
chains hanging from éach wrist. This is 
“ LIBERTY,” eae to the signs. The 
next figure is FRATERNITY. He is join- 
ing his two comrades, the third of whom is 
EQUALITY.

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NORTH RIVER BRIDGE PLAN 


Pennsylvania Road Negotiating 
with Banking Houses. 


Cost of the Structure About $30,000,000 
—Terminal to be Near that of Long 
{sland Railroad Tunnel. 


The first steps have been taken toward 
the. accomplishment of the plan of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad for a bridge over 
the North River. For the last few days 
officials of the Pennsylvania Railroad have 
been conferring with prominent banking 
houses in an endeavor to reach an agrée- 
ment by which these bankers would under- 
take to finance the scheme for such a 
bridge by capitalizing a company for that 
purpose. Among the bankers who have 
been approached in the matter are the 
Mercantile Trust Company, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., and several others, the amount needed 
being so large that it would be difficult to 
induce one firm to subscribe the whole 
amount. 

The plan for financing the undertaking 
which was first submitted by the Pennsyl- 
vania was not satisfactory to the bankers, 
as it did not promise sufficient returns for 
the investment of such a large amount for 
a number of years. An attempt is now be- 
ing made to arrange a plan which would 
offer better prospects to the men who 
would put their money into this scheme. 

A member of one of the banking firms 
interested in the matter said yesterday 
that so far the idea had not been put into 
such shape as to make it possible for a rep- 
utable banking house to undertake the 
financing. 

“The Pennsylvania Railroad, however,” 
he added, “is bound to have this bridge 
built. It has décided that it ne@ds an en- 
trance, and it is going. to have it. It is 
not satisfied with its terminals in Jersey, 
and it is not going to stay there. It has 
made up its mind to this effect, and when 
the Pennsylvania undertakes to do a thing 
it always does it.”’ 

The ae which the Pennsylvania Rail-« 
road intends to build will probably be cons 
structed under a separate company, as it is 
ssible that other railroads will be asked 
o-join in the enterprise. The plans for the 
bridge have already been drawn, it is un- 
derstood, and the location will be some- 
where between Forty-fifth and Fiftieth 
Streets, so that the terminal of the pro- 
posed Long Island Railroad tunnel and the 
terminal of the bridge will be close togeth- 
er and connected by railroad tracks so that 
trains can be run through from the New 
Jersey shore and points West to Long Isl- 
and and points East. The New York and 
New Jersey Bridge Company will have 
nothing whatever to do with this bridge. 


The cost of the bridge will be somewhere in 
the neighborhood of $30,000,000.

Joseph Cook. 


Joseph Cook of Boston, well-known 
as an author and lecturer, died last 
night at Cliff Seat, his country home, 
in Ticonderoga, New York, of Bright’s 
disease. Mr. Joseph Cook's reputation 
as a lecturer was _ international. He 
was known almost as widely as a defender 
of the Congregational faith. For twenty 
years he was the Monday lecturer in Bos- 
ton. Aftefward he made a lecturing tour 
of the world, speaking in every English- 


speaking country. His Monday lectures 
have been published in book form. c 

Joseph Cook was born in Ticonderoga, N. 
Y., Jan. 26, 1838. He was graduated from 
Harvard in 1865 and studied four years for 
the ministry at the Andover Theological 
Seminary. _After preaching for four years 
he went abroad and spent two years in 
travel and study. Mr. Cook took up his 
residence in Boston in 1874. In 1875 his 
name became familiar to the public. He 
was then pastor of a Congregational churen 
in Boston. As such he was invited by the 
Young Men’s Christian Association of that 
city to speak at their weekly Monday 
prayer meetings held at noon. 

His audience was composed largely of 
ministers, and from the first his reputa- 
tion as a thinker and rhetorician was made. 
Soon larger quarters had to be found to 
accommodate the crowds that eame to hear 
him speak. After two removals it was 
found that Tremont Temple, which can 
seat 2,500, was barely large enough for the 
crowds. His discourses were on subjects 
ranging from biology to socialism. Durins® 
his famous lecturing tour abroad he made 
135 public appearances in Great Britain and 
passed several months in Germany and 
Italy. 

Failing health compelled him to retire 
from active labor some yeurs ago. 


Dr. George H. Magness. 

Dr. George Hosmer Magness died at his 
home at White Plains, N. Y., yesterday 
morning after a long illness. He was born 
in New York City in 1851. He was of 


French descent. Dr. Magness spent the 
first fourteen years of his life in South 
America, where he had gone with his 
father, who was largely interested in cotn- 
mercial enterprises. He came to New York 
and began to study medicine, and later 
took a course in Bellevue Hospital Medical 
Sollese, from which he was graduated in 
oro. 

In 1879 he removed to White Plains 
an‘ built up a large and lucrative practice. 
He was the physician to the Home of Naza- 
reth and to the Sisters of Divine Compas- 
sion. He was President of the Board of 
Health, a leading member of the West- 
chester Medical Society, a Knight Templar, 
member of the Foresters, had been Com- 
mander of the conclave of Knights of 
Sherwood Forest, and a Knight of the Mys- 
tic Shrine. 


Dr. James W. E. Roby. 


Dr. James W. E. Roby of Brooklyn. died 
in. St. John’s Hospital, Long Island City, 
yesterday morning after undergoing an op- 
eration. Two years ago he had a similar 
operation performed and seemed to have 


fully recovered from the internal disorder 
from which he had suffered, but recently he 
became ill agafn. Dr. Roby was thirty- 
eight years old. He was born In New York 
and after being graduated from the Uni- 
versity of New York in 1887, began to prac- 
tice in the Eastern District of Brooklyn, 
and was very successful. Dr. Roby was a 
member of Montauk Council, Knights of St. 
John and Malta. He was also a member of 
the Knights of Columbus. He leaves a 
widow.

Hennegen was born in Rochester, N. Y., 
about sixty-six years ago. From Rochester 
he went to Wheeling, West Va., where he 
founded the firm of Hennegen, Bates & Co., 
removing to Baltimore fn 1874. The body 
of Mr. Hennegen will be taken to Wheeling 
for interment. 


BENJAMIN F. MEEK, inventor of the fish- 
ing reel, died at Frankfort, Ky., Monday 
night. He was seventy-six years old. Mr. 
Meek invented the fishing reel about thirty 
years ago, and since that time had made 
many improvements in it.

Tilley, the Naval Governor of Samoa, was 
taken by Secretary Long to the Cabinet 
meeting to-day and made an interesting 
statement on the conditions in Samoa. He 
pointed out the need of industrial and agri- 
cultural institutions there. In view of the 
alarming extent of sickness, particularly 
among young children, it has been sug- 
ested that American nurses would find 
amoa an exceptionally good field for their 
humane work. 

Commander Tilley says that in one re- 
spect civilization has worked to the detri- 
ment of the Samoans. While they lived 
without clothing they were hardy and free 
from sickness, but since adopting clothing 
they get wet from rain, contract colds, and 
a number have developed consumption, a 
disease not known before.

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COLUMBIA BEAT THE YAWLS 


Ailsa and Vigilant No Match for 
Her in N. Y. Y. C. Regatta. 


ELMINA BEAT THE QUISSETTA 


Race for Glen Cove Cup Was Sailed 
Yesterday in a Fine Breeze—Close 


Finishes Frequent. 


Allowing Ailsa and Vigilant, the ninety- 
foot yawls, about 10 minutes and 45 sec- 
onds over a fifteen-mile course, the old 
cup defender, Columbia, beat the pair with 
all the ease in life in the race for the 
Glen Cove Cup, held by the New York 
Yacht Club, off Glen Cove, L. L, yesterday. 

Although there was some doubt expressed 
hy yvachtsmen as to the old yacht’’ ability 
to sail in a winner’ under such a liberal 
handicap, she did not cause her admirers 
a tremor of uneasiness from the moment 
she crossed the starting line until she beat 
back again, with the gallant old Vigilant 
following her an easy winner over her 
special rival, the Ailsa. 

There were no cheers for the Columbia 
as she swept majestically across the line 
with the sparkling waters of the Sound 
whirled into foam as they fled away fram 
under her shapely bow. Old Vigilant’s crew 
were too far away to reach her with their 
plaudits, and those on the committee boat 
and the steam yachts were too deeply in- 
terested in watching her homecoming. But 
as unostentatiously behind the line she be- 
gan to lower away her racing canvas, the 
steam yachts shrieked out a brazen throat- 
ed salute in chorus that sent the echoes 


eddying far and wide over the waters. 

SPORT IN THE OTHER CLASSES. 

But Columbia’s race was not the only 
good one in the fine sport of yesterday. 
The sturdy Vigilant, with her centreboard 
rights, trounced the alien Ailsa by 
more than three minutes, and gave Capt. 
Skeats and his crew from the “ right little, 
tight little isle,’ a pretty good idea how 
these things are managed on this side of 
the water 

The four schooners had a hot fight of it 
all over the course, which ended in Freder- 
ick K. Brewster's Elmina beating Quissetta 
by 35 seconds in elapsed time. In the 51- 
foot sloops, Humma, after having a small 
lead over Altair on two legs of the course, 
Was beaten over the finish line by her by 
a minute and a half. 

Flat calm and an oily sea 
little white squadron at 11:30 o’clock, the 
hour set for starting the race, and they 
lay motionless, with not a zephyr to cause 
a ripple in the limp and dejected-looking 
canvas. These conditions prevailed until 
about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, when sud- 
Genly the long-looked for dark line ap- 
peared on the water on the Connecticut 
shore, and in a few minutes there was a 
fresh southwest breeze willing to do any- 
thing that was asked of it. In:a twinkling 
the big sails embraced it) and the scene of 
abject idleness was immediately trans- 
formed into one of inspiring activity. 

The preparatory signal was quickly hoist- 
eq on Frederick G. Bourne’s steam yacht 
Colonia, which, lying at anchor off Mattin- 
necock Point, served as a committee boat. 
Ten minutes later the single-masted vessels 
of yawls received their signal. 

Charlie Barr, on Columbia, had to fight 
both the big vawls for the weather berth, 
and Ailsa cut him out of it neatly, with the 
Vigilant to leeward of her. Columbia 
slipped in between them, and as the three 
crossed the line they were.almost abreast. 
As they went over they broke out their big 
reaching jibtopsails, and the yawls set 
their mizzen staysails. The first leg was a 
broad reach, with booms to port, of six 
miles east by north to and around a mark 
one and one-quarter miles west by north 
from Lloyd's Point. 

A few seconds after crossing, Columbia 
sailed through Ailsa’s lee,’ and began to 
leave the big vawls as if they were riding 
to moorings. Old Vigilant quickly removed 
this impression, for with her compatriot 
gone she began to crawl up on Ailsa, and 
soon passed her. All three stood in close to 
the Long Island shore, until near Oyster 
Bay to keep out of the flood tide. 


COLUMBIA LEAVES THE YAWLS. 
Columbia still kept getting away from the 
yawls, while Vigilant was drawing out her 
lead over Ailsa.

They now had another reach with the 
wind abeam, four miles northwest around 
a mark off Great Captain's Island Light. 
A short while before reaching this point 
Columbia took in her balloon stay sail, and 
a few seconds later lowered away her 
reaching jibtopsail, and made ready for her 
windward work. 

They went about as they turned the mark 
with the exception of Ailsa, who stood on 
to try and get to the windward of Vigilant. 
Columbia and Vigilant set baby jibtopsails, 
while Ailsa carried her No. 2. As they 
turned their times were: Columbia, 3:18:35; 
Vigilant, 3:24:12; Ailsa, 3:25;25.. At 3:39:20 
Columbia went about on the port tack 
when well on the Long Island shore, and 
at 3:56 she tacked’ again, and laid her 
course for the finish line. But she could 
not fetch. so, with oné’ more short hitch, 
she did the trick, and heeled across the 
line at 3:57:20. 

While Columbia was flying home the 
yawls were having it out. Vigilant tacked 
at 3:44 and crossed Ailsa’s bow, and then 
tacked again and came up on her weather 
side two minutes later. Ailsa then went 
about on the port tack and headed up the 
Sound, while Vigilant put about and stood 
in shore for two minutes and put about, 
which brought her well up on the British- 
er’s weather quarter: Ailsa tried hard to 
beat the old defender in. and she pointed 
much higher, but Vigilant was footing 
much the faster of the two, and their times 
at the home mark were: Vigilant, 4:17:12; 
Ailsa, 4:20:14. 

The schooners made a close fight all the 
way around Quissetta got away in the 
lend to windward, followed closely by El- 
mina; then ‘came Amorita and Muriel. 
When Elmina turned the first mark she had 
overhauled Quissetta and led her around 
by a minute. From here on the relative 
position of the four schooners was un- 
changed.

CONSTITUTION’S BUSY DAY. 


Had Two Trial Spins Yesterday; One 
in Light Alr, the Other in Good 
Breeze—Did Well in Both. 
Special to The New York Times. 


NEWPORT, R. I., June 25.—The Consti- 
tution was never more thoroughly tested 
than she was to-day, when after two thor- 
ough trials—one with a light breeze and the 
other in a stiff one—she was proved to have 
fast-going qualities in both. 

With a light northwest wind, the Consti- 
tution got under way at 10 o’clock this 
morning, with Capt. “ Nat" Herreshoff 
on board and with all her working sails 
set, besides the No. 2 clubtopsail and No. 
8 jibtopsail. She stood up the bay as far

During the run up the bay Capt. Herres- 
hoff watched the yacht’s work and was out 
aloft frequently.

Finally the wind almost died 
out and the yacht came about and stood 
down the bay to the torpedo station, where 
Capt. Herreshoff was taken ashore to New- 
port.

No. 3 baby jib topjsail, then to Nos. 2 and 
1 baby jib topsails. 

Her No. 1 spinnaker was set and used for 
about ten minutes, and drew well. The 
Constitution beat down the bay and off 
Narragansett Pier, came about, and after 
trying her spinnakers in succession, she 
ran before the wind, and came to her moor- 
ings with a good southwesterly breeze and 
a flat sea, making splendid speed. In fact,

Famous Stake at Sheepshead Bay 
Won by Fast Black Colt. 


WAX TAPER DISQUALIFIED 


Western Horse, Second to Carbuncle, 
Was Set Back for a Jostlie that 
Threw Margraviate. 


The twenty-second race for the Tidal 
Stakes, one of the famous fixtures of the 
Sheepshead Bay Spring meeting, run yes- 
terday, was less a race than an exhibition 
of the excellence of the swift black horse 
Watercolor, the star of the dispersal sale 
of the stable of Charles Littlefield, Jr., to 
be held to-day. Commonly the Tidal pro- 
duces a great race, but when the entries 
were announced Wednesday horsemen gen- 
erally conceded that the fixture was a fore- 
gone conclusion for Watercolor. The black 
colt started a 5-to-2-on favorite in a field 
of five, and, racing to the front in the 
first half dozen strides, galloped in front 
all the way, stringing out his opponents 
over a sixteenth of a mile in the first 
three furlongs and winning hard held in 
the remarkable time, considering that he 
carried his full weight, 126 pounds, of 
1:38 4-5. The value of the stake was near- 
ly $5,000 to the winner, and there is no 
question that the race added from $5,000 
to $10,000 to the price that he will bring 
when he enters the sales ring to-day. 

The remainder of the racing was thor- 
oughly interesting, and favorites won often 
enough in the six races to amply reward 
the large crowd that made the trip to the 
Sheepshead Bay track. 

The most sensational nappening of the 
afternoon came in the runn:ng of the fifth 
event, for which eight horses competed, 


Prince of Melbourne in this race making 
his first public appearance of the season, 
and opening about even favorite with Wax 
Taper. A great weight of money poured 
in on Wax Taper, and the Western horse 
went the post a firm favorite, with the 
top price against him 6 to 5. Margraviate, 
ridden by Shaw, went out to make the 
running, and lasted in front into the 
stretch, while Wax Taper, after dropping 
back to last place and running into a pocket 
on the far turn, there went on, and, racing 
around his field, closed on the outside, 
and entering the stretch went on after the 
leaders, who then were spread out on_the 
rail. Half way through the stretch Wax 
Taper got up to his horses, when Mar- 
graviate, near the rail, was jostled, and, 
tiring and stopping at the same time, fell 
forward, carrying Shaw down with him in 
what looked from the grand stand to be a 
fatal fall. The others went on, Wax Taper 
swerving slightly near the end, but appear- 
ing to be winning until just on the post, 
when Carbuncle, on the rail, got up, and 
by the official decision won by a head, 
though the spectators were in doubt until 
the result was announced, many thinking 
that the favorite had won. Shaw lay 
stretched on the track until picked up, but 
later revived and walked to the Stewards’ 
stand, where he was questioned about the 
accident and stated that Wax Taper was 
responsible. The Stewards acted on Shaw's 
story and disqualified Wax Taper, placing 
All Gold second and Latson third. Combs, 
who rode Wax Taper, was suspended for 
six days for reckless riding.

Yale Beaten in the Deciding Game at 
New Haven. 
« Special to The New York Times. ‘ 


NEW HAVEN, June 25.—The blue of Yale 
was trailed in the dust this afternoon, Har- 
vard for the second time beating Yale at 
baseball, thus winning the series between 
the colleges. The victory was due to a 
slightly built, sandy-haired lad, the scion 
of a famous baseball family. His name is 
Clarkson, and the exhibition of pitching he 
gave was most superb. The yells of the 
Yale cohorts had all the old spirit in them, 
the bands played the songs that have 
spurred Yale to victory on numberless oc- 
casions, but do what they would nothing 
was, sufficient to make the Harvard boy 
detériorate in his pitching. One solitary hit 
tells the story, and this was not sufficient 
to allow Yale to escape the ignominy of a 
shutout. 

It was a beautiful day for a game, typical 
commencement weather, and six thousand 
people—old Yale men, young Yale men, the 
undergraduates, the knot of Harvard sym- 
pathizers, commencement girls and their 
chaperones—crowded Yale's baseball field 
as it has not been crowded for years. Long 
before it was time to play the throngs 

athered and for an hour before the game 
fhe reunion classes—’81, "91, ‘95, and '98— 
clad for the most part in duck suits and 
headed by bands, danced around the dia- 
mond and the outfield, the old-timers mak- 
ing the air resound, their cheers having 
the same snap and go to them that has 
spurred many a Yale nine on to victory. 
Promptly at 3 o’clock the e was 
started, Yale winning the toss. e Yalen- 
sians took the field and sent Harvard to 
the bat. Wendell was _ the first man to 
face Capt. Robertson, Yale’s pitcher. A 
foul was -the best he could do, and this 
was taken in by Hirsch. Much more fort- 
unate was Clark, O’Rourke making a wide 
throw to first after fielding Clark’s eas 
under. A ae drive to centre, whic 
miwell let go through his hands placed 
Clark on third. Frantz’s hit to Waddeil 


forced Reid at second. A moment later he 
made a dash for second, and Hirsch threw 
to O’Rourke to head him off. The little 
short stop made a mess of it, Clark scoring.

The run thus made proved to be sufficient 
to win the game, but Harvard added two 
more to it in the fifth inning. Wendell 
again came up for Harvard, and Robertson 
sent him to first on' balls. Clark advanced 
him a base by sacrificing, and Reid brought 
the Harvard contingent to its feet by send- 
ing a beautiful low double along the left- 
field foul line, Wendell crossing the plate.

CREWS AT POUGHKEEPSIE. 


Cornell’s ’Varsity Rows the Four Miles 
in Good Time—Francis Case 
Not Settled. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 25.—The 
feature of crew practice this evening was 
a time trial by the Cornell .’Varsity crew 
for four miles, and a race of this eight with 
the Cornell freshmen for two miles. It 
was an excellent exhibition of waterman- 
ship, and was much admired by a number 
of visitors who followed the crews on the 
launch at Coach Courtney's invitation.

ot a man in the boat showed a sign of 
weakness’ as they finished the trial, and 
after a minute’s rest they turned and 
rowed back to the boathouse in almost as 
fine fettle as they had started out. 

The time was taken as 4:42, 4:57, 5:02, 
4:59, or 19:40 for the four miles. One.man 
on the launch made it 19:35. 

Just as. the Cornell ’Varsity reached their 
headquarters the two Columbia eights fin- 
ished a race which started two miles below 
the foot of the regular course and ended 
at the finish line, the freshmen not cross- 
ing because Fraser, their stroke, caught a 
crab. The ‘Varsity, much improved by 
their rest of the morning, rowed four miles, 
without hurrying, in 21 minutes.

A SOUTHERN EXAMPLE. 


The fact that the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad Company’s property has been 
damaged through the floods in th Elk- 
horn River Valley on the Ohio Division 
of the road, and that earnings may fora 
time suffer somewhat in consequence, 
draws attention to the large expansion 
which has been in progress in those 
earnings—one of the noteworthy features 
of the property’s emergence from the 
bankruptcy of half a dozen years ago. 
That the growth in revenues has been of 
striking proportions may be gathered 
from the fact that for only eight months 
of the present fiscal year gross earnings 
were larger than for the whole of 1897, 
that for nine months they were larger 
than for either of the years 1898 or 1889, 
and that (in .spite of more than two mille 
ion dollars’ gain for 1900 over the pre- 
ceding year) the fiscal year now closing 
will show the addition of two million dol- 
lars more. 

Thus, in three years, gross earnings 
have advanced from $10,537,713 for 1897, 
to $14,091,000 for 1900, and will approxi- 
mate $16,000,000 for 1901l—a gain of 
$1,908,741 having been reported for the 
period from July 1 last to the second 
week of the current month. 

The story of net earnings for 1901 has 
yet to be told, but it may easily be fore- 
cast. For ten months the net aggregate 
stands at $5,350,000 or $813,000 larger 
than for the same period last year, so 
that even without any further gain— 
scarcely a possibility—the outcome will 
be over $6,400,000, the full amount for 
1900 having been $5,589,909. Gross and 
net figures will then compare as fol-

In gross the increase in four years, 
since 1897, has been $5,462,000, or 51 per . 
cent., and in net as.-much as $3,766,000, ‘ 
or 146 per cent. What makes this ex- : 
hibit more impressive is the fact that: 
there has been no additional mileage to 
help along such results; and what makes 
the progress of profits the more satisfac- 
tory is the fact that expenses have been 
kept down, not by squeezing maintenance 
outlays, but by the development of the 
most legitimate of economies, those in 
the cost of conducting transportation. 

With the company’s fixed charges 
practically unchanged since the reorgan- 
ization, the benefit secured accrues to 
the stocks of the road, and earnings 
thereon for the current year will work 
out in this way—adopting the ultra-con- 
servative method of adding nothing for 
the probable net gains of the months of 
May and June:

@eclines were neither extraordinary nor as- 
tonishing. The market had from the out- 
set been more or less unsettled by the fail- 
ure of the Leipziger Bank in Germany and

definite~the New York financial market 
might be disturbed. This depressing influ- 
ence soon wore otf, however, and quota- 
tions had just fairly begun to advance 
when the rumor began to spread that a 
National bank was in trouble. A little 
later it developed that the Clearing House 
Committee was in session to act upon the 
Matter, this development being followed, 
as usually such developments are, by some 
very highly exaggerated reports, into which 
the names of several leading banking in- 
stitutions were dragged without rhyme or 
reason. Not unnaturally, all this had dis- 
turbing effect on weak or timid holders of 
stocks, who forthwith proceeded to tumble 
their shares overboard, the while the bears 
in the market helping along in the de- 
pressing work by ofiering stocks down 
freely. Semi-panicky conditions ruled for 
a time, enly to be succeeded by a much bet- 
ter feeling when the official statement was 
made that all matters had been satisfac- 
torily settled and that there would be no 
trouble. On this good news the market 
rallied sharply, this rally being in progress 
at the close. 

Considering these special conditions, any 
reference to declining stocks is altogether 
unnecessary. What declines occurred—and 
they were by far in the majority—were due, 
not to special conditions, but solely to the 
generally demoralized state of the market. 
A number of stocks, however, advanced, a 
noteworthy feature in view of the general 
depression. Nickel Plate second preferred, 
for instance, rose nearly 3 points on a re- 
vival of the talk that the first preferred 
stock is to be retired; Sault Ste. Marie 
shares scored a further advance on the re- 
port that a change in the control of the 
property is imminent; lowa Central pre- 
ferred rose at one time nearly 8 points and 
the common 2 on “deal” talk, in which 
the Illinois Central was principally men- 
tioned; General Electric advanced on semi- 
official assurances of coming rights; Jer- 
sey Central gained 83 points on accumula- 
tion buying by a Stock Exchange house 
which has been steadily buying the stock 
for some time; while the tobacco shares 
were bought, principally for cash, in order 
to deposit under the proposed consolidation 
scheme, yesterday being the last day.

IN CROWDED. CARS} 


Proposed Ordinance that Passen- 
gers Doing So Be Fined: 


Conductors Permitting It Also Liable to 
Fine—Suggestion Referred by Coun- 


cil to Railroad Committee. 


Tho Municipal Council debated the ques- 
tions yesterday whether passengers should 
be fined for standing between seats of 
street surface cars, and whether the con- 
ductors of cars should be fined for allow- 
ing passengers. to so stand. The. resolu- 
tions were introduGed by President. Gug- 
genheimer. The Tammany members of the 
Council, under the leadership of Vice Chair- 
man Oakley, lined up against the proposal, 
and the result was that it was sent to the 
Railroad Committee. 

The proposed ordinance is as: follows: 

Section 1, It shall be unlawful for any corpora- 
tion or company engaged within the limits of the 
City of New York in transportation of passengers 
and using for sych purposes open cars With seats 
placed transversely, and forming narrow -com- 
partments, to carry more than five passengers in 
such compartment. 

Sec. 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
enter such compartment and trespass on the 
rights of previous occupants by. standing in such 
narrow space. 

Sec, 3. For each and every violation of the 
provisions of Section 1 of this ordinance the con- 
ductor of such open car ‘shall be, upon conviction, 
fined not more than $10 nor less than $5, for 
each offense. c 

Sec. 4. For each and every violation of Section 
2 of this ordinance the person so violating shall 
be, upon conviction, fined not more than $5 nor 
less than $2, for each offense. 

Sec. 5. All ordinances or parts of ordinances of 
the former municipalities or corporations in- 
cluded in the present City of New York incon- 
sistent or conflicting herewith are hereby re- 
pealed, 

Councilman John T. Oakley opposed the 
passage of the ordinance. He said: 

‘**I do not think an ordinance should be 
passed by this board which it would be im- 
possible to enforce. There are times when 
a man wants to get to a certain place, and 
even if the cars are crowded he will jump 
on. Who is going to put him off? Is the 
conductor going to stop his car and drag 
the passenger off? Why, there would be 
continuous fights along every street car 
line in the city. It would be found impos- 
sible to carry out the provisions of the 
ordinange. Again, I think the large cor- 
porations of tne city engaged in street sur- 
iace _rarfic Snouid be lurcea to make their 
own arrangements to correct tnis crowding 
uf street surface cars. it a proper remedy 
can be tound, 1 think it should pe adoptea, 
but 1 do not think this ordinance snould 
pe passed. ‘he matter should be referred 
to the Railroad Committee to hold public 
hearings.’ 

*{ am in accord with the spirit of the 
ordinance,’’ sald Counciiman Bodine, ** but 
it it was passed, it wouid be a difficult 
matter tor people to trave! in my, district.’’ 

tounciiman Doyle of South Brookiyn 
Ssaid® r 

“The people from New York crowd the 
trolley cars going to Coney Island, and if 
you pass this ordinance tne resiaents of 
my d.strict will have to stay in their homes 
ali day Saturday, and Sunday, for they 
will not be able-to travel. The railroad 
companies are not going to run ears for 
the benefit of the local traffic from one 
section of Brooklyn to another, and the re- 
sult would be that we would have to stay 
in our homes every Sunday during the 
Summer montbs.’ < 

Councilman KLugene Wise expressed his 
views as follows: : 

“lf you pass this ordinance,’’ he said, 
‘“it will take from 10 o'clock in the mo 
ing to 4 o’clock in the afternoon to’ travel 
from the Battery to Fourteenth Street.’’ 

Councilman Oakley then made the. plea 
that the people of the city would have to 
be educated up to the point of not stand- 
ing in the narrow spaces in open street 
ears. He said the ordinance would be in- 
effective. - 

‘I think this matter should be refegred 
to the Committee on Public Education,” 
said Councilman Stewart M. Brice. 

“This is a very serious matter,’” safd 
Councilman Adam Leich of | Brooklyn. 
‘This resolution was introduced by Presi- 
dent Guggenheimer, who is a lawyer, and 
I think it is @ reflection: on his integrity 
and ability as a lawyer and a ublic-spir- 
ited citizen for a member-of ‘this board to 
say that the ordinance is illegal and eannot 
be enforced. I presume that President 
Guggenheimer has looked into the matter, 
and I favor this proposition because I 
thiwk it is right, fair, and equitable.’’ Coun- 
cifman Leich is a Republican. 

“(This matter should be discussed fully 
before_it is passed,”’ said Councilman Hot- 
tenroth. ‘It would be useless for this 
board to pass an ordinance which could 
If public hearings were 
held and the railroad companies were forced 
to take an interest in this matter, a remedy 
might be found for the overcrowding of 
open cars. I vote against the resolution 
in-its present form.” ' 

On the roll call it was decided to refer 
the proposed ordinance to the Ratlroad 
Committee, with instructions to hold pub- 
lic hearings within a month. 


THE LEASING OF PARK CHAIRS. 
A resolution was passed at the meeting 
of the Council, introduced by Councilman 
Wise, providing for an investigation of the 
contract made by the Park Department for 
the leasing of the privilege of placing 
chairs in the patks of the city, to be ‘let out 
to persons desiring them at 5 cents each. 
Councilman Wise’s resolution declared that 
it was the duty of the Park Department 
to furnish all the chairs necessary for pub- 
lic comfort, and that no charge should be 
made for such accommodation. 


JOHN W. EISENHUTH ARRESTED. 


Prominent Men Alleged to Have Lost 
Money in His Horseless Ve- 
hicle Company. 


John W. Ejisenhuth of 10 East Ninety- 
fifth Street, who was indicted for grand 
larceny Monday, was yesterday arrested 
by Detective Sergts. Cuff and McNaught 
and committed to the Tombs by Recorder 
Goff, in default of $3,000 bail. 


Eisenhuth. was indicted upon the com- 
plaint of James Wilson of 82 Montague 
Street, Brooklyn. ‘The latter made the 
same complaint against Eisenhuth a year 
ago, and ‘- Grand Jury on June 18, 1900, 
threw out the complaint, refusing to in- 
dict. Judge re. at the present term 
of court, granted leave to resubmit the 
complaint. , 

Wilson claims that Eisenhuth placed: in 
the hands of Edward C. Talcott fifty shares 
of the Bisenhuth Horseless Vehicle Com- 
pany’s sto to be sold. Mr. Talcott then 
offered him twenty-five shares, says Mr. 
Wilson. Upon Bisenhuth’s representations 
as to the worth of the stock, Wilson bought 
twenty-five shares, pa ing therefor $3,125. 
His check on_the Bank of North America 
was paid to Eisenhuth. The stock, he de- 
clares, was worthless. 

Stewart F. Chisholm, Vice President of 
the American Steel and Wire Company, 
and other prominent men are alleged to 
have lost money throu investing it in 
Eisenhuth’s Horseless Vehicle Company.

MEN AND WOMEN 
WANTED OUT WEST 


Alderman Goodman Suggests Send- 
‘ing 5,000 Unemployed There. 


We fill orders 
by mail. 


Says that They Are Needed to Harvest 
the Crops—His Resolution 
Adopted. 


Alderman Goodman wants to send at 
least 5,000 of the unemployed men and 
women of New York City to the fields of 
Kansas and other Western States to help 
harvest the crops. This matter was dis- 
cussed seriously by the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday. 

It was decided to hold conferences with 
the officials of the Bhepartment of Chari- 
ties to see if the plan could not be carried 
out at once. The resolution introduced by 
Alderman Goodman is as follows: 

Whereas, There is an unusual and extraordi- 
nary demand in Kansas and other “Western 
States for unemployed men and women, as An- 
nounced in the press dispatches, a copy of which 
is hereto appended, and, 

Whereas, There. are thousands in our city~— 
worthy and capable—who would doubtless avail 
themselves of this opportunity if it were possi- 
ble for them to reach the place or places at 
which this proffered employment could be ac- 
ceptéd, therefore, 

Resolved, That our Committee on Public Char- 
ities be, and it ts hereby, instructed to confer 
with the Department of Charities to arrange 
some plan or method for making a prompt and 
thorough investigation so as to ascertain the 
exact conditions, to learn how many men and 
women will be given work if they are sent West, 
to. recommend appropriate action, and, if need 
be, suitable legisJation that will result in placing 
such would-be employes in position to accept 
the situations that may be formally offered to 
them. 

Alderman Goodman said: 


*‘T trust this matter will be: treated seri- 
ously. It is an important subject. The 
newspapers have stated many times re- 
eently that &t least 5,000 men and women 
would have to be obtained from. other 
States to bring in the harvest crops this 
Fall. The women are. needed to cook for 
the men. The wages are’ good.“and if ar- 
rangements could be made with the De- 
partment of Cherites to transport people 
from New York, thousands ould find 
healthful and remunerative occupations. 
There are thousands of unemployed in New 
York who cannot get work, ahd instead 
of keeping them at the éxpénbsé of the 
city, it would’ be cheaper to send them toa 
State where their services are needed.” 

The resolution was adopted. 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN MATTERS. 


Alderman Muh introduced a resolution 
in the Board of Aldermen yesterday au- 
thorizing the issuance of $500,000 in bonds 
to pay for park land between Eleventh and 
Twelfth Avenues and Fifty-second and 
Fifty-fourth Streets. The resolution was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

A mandamus was served on the Board o 
Aldermen yesterday compelling the issue 6f 
$200.000 of bonds to pay for the costs, 
awards, and damages of the Change of 
Grade Commission. Isidor Lewkowitz ob- 
tained the writ. The matter was referred 
to Corporation Counsel Whalen for advice, 
but, notwithstanding this action, the Board 
of Aldermen later in the meeting voted to 
approve the bond issue. : 

An issue of $200,000 of bonds for the pur- 
chase of property on the Byram River 
watershed was approved. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


THE Risk Was AssuMED.—William Malt- 
bie was one of a gang of men employed,by 
Alvin J. Belden and others in driving spiles 
to deepen the Erie Canal at Camillus, On- 
ondaga County.’ The work was. being per- 
formed. under the supervision of. Orson 
Seely as foreman and a walking boss named 
Hannan. One morning a fire was discov- 
ered on the adjoining land, which was cov- 
ered with grass and stumps of trees, and it 
became evident that unless it was checked 
a number of. spiles lying near would be 
consumed. Several gangs of workmen 
working on the State ditch, beside that 
with which Maltbie worked, were called 
upon to fight the flames. Hannan assumed 
the control of the men and directed their 
operations. Maltbie, with others, was en- 
gaged in carrying water in pails from the 
canal to the fire, and to do so had to pags 
a large dead elm tree which was on fire. 
This tree had been the subject of a conver- 
sation between Hannan and a workman as 
to ther it ought not to be cut down, but 
the former finally decided to let it burn. 
/Maltbie, while passing twenty feet to the 
side of the tree, was killed by its sudden 
fall. In a suit by Mrs, Maltbie, as admin- 

atrix, to recover damages from her hus-

Judge Bartlett, 
or the court, says: “ As to the time when

fall, if the fire continued to consume it, was 
as much an obvious risk of the employment 
as any other danger which confronted the 
workmen in their unusual and exciting sit- 
uation. * * * A servant assumes not 
only Rie risks incident to his employment, 
put all dangers which are obvious and oe 
parent, and so, if he voluntarily enters into 
or continues in the service, having knowl- 
edge, or the means of knowing, the dangers 
involved, he is. deemed to assume the risks 
and to waive any claim for damages against 
the master in case of personal injury.”

MRS. T. H. WICKES’S DIVORCE. 


She Obtains an Absolute Decree from 
the Supreme Court. 

Mrs. Clarissa A. Wickes, wife of Thomas 
H. Wickes, Second Vice President of the 
Pullman Company, was granted a decree of 
absolute divorce from her husband yes- 
terday by Justice Truax, in the Supreme 
Court. The utmost secrecy surrounded 
the entire proceedings. All the papers in 
the case are sealed with the exception of 
the formal decree. 

Col. Franklin Bartlett was the referee 
before whom the testimony was taken. 
Theodore Sutro appeared as counsel for 
Mrs. Wickes, while John P. Hast repre- 
sented Mr. Wickes. The papers are sealed 
in a large envelope, on which is indorsed, 
“It is hereby consented that the foregoing 
papers be sealed by order of the court.”

courts in 1896. She charged her husband 
with. beating, stri , and kicking her. It 
was = ‘these grounds that the decree was 
signed.
